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LONDON, March 8—3 A. M.—At this hour 
the Kaiser seems still to be in a comatose state, 
flickering between life and death. The attack 
was extremely sudden, but inasmuch as it has 
been a marvel to everybody that the Emperor 
was not dead long ago: the seizure can scarcely 
be called a surprise. His real ailment is renal 
calculus, which is the cruelest kind of kid- 
bey disease. In the present case it 
is complicated with dysentery and in- 
flammation of the eyes, with terrible 
pains in the kidneys. The old man, to escape 
these pains, has been taking morphia lately, 
and the long stupor in which he lay to-day is 
ascribed to this. All the leaders in type in the 
London daily offices at this hour are framed on 
the theory that heis dead or dying, but he may 
last for days yet. 

At 10 o’clock last night a dispatch from Berlin 
came for the Queen to the Foreign Office in 
cipher. I was privileged to see a translation. 
It reported that the Emperor had rallied and 
was slightly better, but the absence of official 
bulletins in Berlin last evening is a suspicious 
sign. It is a common saying here that if the 
Kaiser dies there will be war in a month. 

BERLIN, March 7.—The Emperor has 
suffered a serious relapse, and his death is 
momentarily expected. From 2 o’clock this 
morning until 3:30 this afternoon he was in 
a heavy sleep. Then he awoke and was given 
some nourishment with difficulty. He had very 
little rest the first part of the night. This bulle- 
tin was issued by the Court physicians this 
afternooni 

“To the general symptoms of cold which have 
affected the Emperor since Saturday, together 
with an affection of the mucous membraneof the 
throat and irritation of the membrane of the eye- 
lids, has been added during the past few days 
painful abdominal disorders which have occurred 
frequently since yesterday. The Emperor’s 
appetite has materially diminished, owing to 
which there has been a marked decrease in his 
strength.” 

The official news caused great excitement, and 
every body is anxious and depressed by the criti- 
cal condition of the Emperor. Since the after- 
noon no alarming change has been reported, but 
there is little hope that the patient will rally. 
This evening the first story of the palace 
Where the Emperor’s bedroom is situated, was 
illuminated. A constant stream of military 
men and Government ofticials passed in and out. 
The street in front of the palace is thronged, 
but the crowd is quiet. 

The Granda Duchess of Baden, the Emperor’s 
daughter, and her husband, and the Crown 
Princess of Sweden, the Emperor’s granddaugh- 
ter, have been telegraphed for and are expected 
to-morrow morning. Prince Bismarck has spent 
much of his time in the palace to-day. 
He has also had a conference with the 
Ministers. During the session of the Budget 
Committee, this afternoon, Count von Schellen- 
dorf, the Minister of War, assured his colleagues 
that there was no immediate danger of the Em- 
peror’s death, He seemed to rally slightly 
after the nourishment was administered. 

Prince William, who has just returned from 
San Remo, was at the Emperor’s bedside a auar- 
ter of an hour to-day, ana before leaving the 
palace visited the Empress. He has abandoned 
all hope. The closing of the Reichstag will be 
postponed on account of the latest reports. 

Lonpon, March 7.—The Prince of Wales, 
accompanied by Count Herbert Bismarck, went 
to the German Embassy this evening, and 
they/Jwere in conference with Count von 
Hatfelds for half an hour. The Grand 
Duke of; Mecklenburg-Schwerin, was ad- 
mitted to the interview, and left with 
the Prince and Count. The Embassy has re- 
ceived alarming news. Queen Victoria has 
telegraphed for the latest bulletin from the sick 
room, and expects to postpone her “ drawing 
room,” appointed for Friday. 
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Lonpon, March 7.—I get to-night from 
Constantinople, through Minister Straus and 
Secretary of Legation Pendleton King, an inter- 
esting statement concerning the sarcophagus of 
Alexander the Great. In May of last year Ham- 
dy Bey discovered in the course of excavations 
at Sidon eleven sarcophagi—four Phenician 
and seven Greek. The former had been already 
described and illustrated In a French archxo- 
logical journal, but Hamdy saved the Greek 
ones to make a book about them, which will ap- 
pear afew months hencs. All these are now in 
Constantinople in boxes, and will be exhibited 
as soon as a fitting room can be prepared. One 
of the Greek sarcopnagi is of such huge propor- 
tions, magnificence of sculpture and coloring, 
that from the start the discoverers first 
assumed it to be the tomb of some 
Assyrian King. But Hamdy devoted deep re- 
search to the work of studying the sculpture, 
and concluded finally that the sarcophagus was 
that of Alexander the Great. Its sculpture, on 
this theory, represents the battle of Arabela, a 
lion hunt, and the battle of Granicus, all the 
Telievos being splendid and of almost unexam- 
pled artistic merit. The sarcophagus is nearly 
12 feet long, 7 high, and 54 broad, and the 
total weight is 25 tons, of which the cover 
weighs 10. Itisall of tine Parian marble. A 
photograph of it has been sent to a number of 
French savants, including Renan, and some of 
them are now there studying it. 

A matinée which realized £420 was given at 
the Haymarket to-day for the benefit of the 
House of Shelter.

There are some minor incidents, but the above 
is the leading idea, and considerable fun is 
evolved by Toole’s eccentricities. The applause 
Was hearty at the close and the author was 
called for.

MR. GLADSTONE ARRAIGNED. 
THE COMPLIMENTS OF JOHN BRIGHT 
AND LORD HARTINGTON. 

Lonpon, March 7.—A letter from John 
Bright was read at a reception to Lord Harting- 
ton at Ipswich this evening. Mr. Bright in the 
letter reminded the Liberal Party that the 
Gladstonians had shirked discussion of “the 
Gladstone bills, which had ruined the party. He 
continued: 


“They do not try to defend the bills. Nobody 
familiar with the details of the bills is able or 
willing to defend them. The Gladstonians pre- 
fer to attack the Government, to denounce Mr. 
Baifour, and to spread abroad extravagant 
falsehoods about the barbarous manner in which 
the Crimes act is enforced. They have great 
sympathy for disloyal Irish leaders and for 
priests who forget that their true mission is one 


of peace, not of violence; but they say nothing 
in behalf of humbler men imprisoned for of- 
fenses incited by gentlemen disturbers of the 
peace. The severity of the punishment inflicted 
for common offenses in England is far beyond 
the severity of the sentences of the men whose 
writings and speeches have caused the terror- 
ism, boycotting outrages, and murders that have 
disgraced Ireland and shocked mankind during 
the last seven years. Surely, in all modern 
history there is no instance of humiliation so 
Kreat as that to which the bulk of the Liberals 
have been reduced by blindly following a leader 
who toward the close of a great career has com- 
mitted the grievous error of adopting a policy to 
which the country will never consent.” 

Lord Hartington, in a speech, contended that 
the Unionists had every reason for congratula- 
tion. Their increasing stregth, he said, would 
enable them to maintain their opposition to 
the dangerous and dishonest schemes of the 
Gladstonians. He declared that Mr. Gladstone 
had now openly paliated violence and dishon- 
esty in Ireland. Lord Hartington thought they 
were eutitled toa definite statement from Mr. 
Gladstone as to whether he considered the plan 
of campaign an honest or a dishonest scheme, 
The new Gladstonian doctrines, he said, were 
already beginning to result in symptoms 
in Wales and Scotland which, if not 
repressed, would lead to the sain 
consequences as had been already experienced 
in Ireland. The recent disorders in London 
might also be attributed to the same cause. For 
those, therefore, who ranged themselves on the 
side of the lawit was no longer a question of 
Ireland alone. He contended that if the Irish 
leaders had been patient; if they had been satis- 
fied with the position they had attained by legal 
and peaceful means, and had _ trusted, 
as they professed, tothe justice of the majority 
of Engiisnmen, coercion might have beeu uvoid- 
ed. Three separate attempts had been made to 
rouse the kingdom against the Crimes act. In 
each case the attempt had signally failed. The 
Parnellites had it in their power, however, by 
advising Irishmen to conform to the law to stop 
violence, and to make the act as dead as if it 
had never been passed. 

In conclusion, he argued that the local gov- 
ernment question was so difficult a problem 
that 1t was advisable that local gqvernment be 
applied to one portion of the kingdom first. Ire- 
land could learn a useful lesson from the expe- 
rience gained from the application of local gov- 
ernment to England first.

BULGARIA AND THE POWERS. 

PrEsTH, March 7.—In political circles here 
it is believed that if Prince Ferdinand: ignores 
the action of the Porte in declaring his position 
in Bulgaria illegal, which is regarded as prob- 
able, the Sultan will notify all the signers of the 
Berlin treaty that he considers Prince Ferdi- 
nand’s position illegal. This will lead to an ex- 
change of views on the part of the powers, and 
it is believed that all would agree to join ina 
conference for the settlement of the Buigarian 
question, if one was proposed. Further progress 
of the question is expected to result in intricate 
negotiations. Austria's attitude, however, will 


not change. She would not co-operate with th 
other powers in an effort to settle the questions 
unless all the phases of the measures to be taken 
were previously determined upon. 

St. PETERSBURG, March 7.—The Russian 
naval fleet will be reorganized with the object of 
improving the subdivision and distrithtion of 
the Russian forces in European waters, and 
making a more effective co-ordiuation of the 
naval and coast defenses. 


OpEsSA, March 7.—The shipment of freight 
by the subsidized Black Sea Steamship Compa- 
ny bas been suspended, and orders have been 
given to immediately fit out the steamers of the 
line for War purposes. 


BERLIN, March 7.—The Budget Commit- 
tee of the Reichstag to-day approved the credit 
asked for strategic railways. 


LONDON, March 7.—Rustem Pasha, the 
Turkish Ambassador, to-day presented to Lora 
Salisbury a copy of the note sent ty the Porte to 
the Bulgarian Government. The Ambassador 
had a long interview with the Prime Minister. 

A dispatch from Constantinople says that the 
Bulgarian Gevernment has not yet replied to 
the Porte’s note. 


GOOD DAY FOR THE CROWN PRINCE. 

San REMO, Maréh 7—Evening.—The Crown 
Prince has‘passed a good day. It is expected 
that In consequence of the illness of the 
Emperor be will either return immedi- 


ately to Berlin or go to some _ place 
in Germany, notwithstanding the fact 
that he 1s as yet unfit for travel. Dr. Bergmann 
departed to-night. Prince Henry starts for Ber-

family. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

LONDON, March 7.—Advices from Nou- 
mea say that the French corvette Volta and 
transport Dives have been ordered to the New- 
Hebrides to take away the French troops, and 
that the evacuation of the islands will be com- 
pleted by the 15th inst. 

The returns issued by the Boaré of Trade 
show that theimports during the month of Feb- 
ruary increased, as compared with the same 
month last year, £1,020,000, and that the ex- 
ports increased, as compared with February of 
last year, £1,740,000. 

in the House of Commons this afternoon Mr. 
W. H. Smith, the Government leader, announced 
that Mr. Goschen, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, on Friday afternoon, would state the 
Government's proposals in relation to the na 
tional debt. 

Lord Charles Beresford, lately a Junior Lord 
of the Admiralty, presiding at a meeting to-day 
in connection with the mercantile marine, said 
it would be utterly impossible for the navy in 
its present condition to defend the merchant 
service in time of war. The existing Admiralty 
system, he declared, was completely rotten. 
His colleagues were not responsible for this con- 
dition of affairs. They haddone good work. He 
hoped that he would be able to convince Parlia- 
ment of the necessity of immediate reforms. 

Count Herbert Bismarck is betrothed to a 
relative of the Marquis of Londunderry, Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland. 

A conference was held to-day between Mr. W. 
H. Smith, First Lord of the Treasury; Mr. Ed- 
ward Stanhope, War Secretary, and the Naval 
and Military Committees of the Howse of Com- 
mons. The meeting resulted in an agreement 
to appoint a committee to inquire into the or- 
ganization of the army and navy.

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THE STRIKE EXTENDING 


BURLINGTON AND NORTHERN 
ENGINEERS GO OUT. 
FREIGHT TRAINS ABANDONED, BUT PAS- 

SENGER COACHES SENT OUT ON TIME 
—PROGRESS OF THE ‘‘Q.” STRIKE. 
St. Pau, Minn., March 7.—The strike of 
the Brotherhood Engineers on the Burlington 
and Northern Road which has been impending 
for several days ison. The men went out at 10 
o'clock this morning or as soon _ there- 
after as they had pulled the trains to 
the end of __ their divisions. When 
everything is running smoothly fully 150 
engineers and as many firemen are employed, 
but the strike on the ‘*Q.” system, of which the 
Burlington and Northern is a feeder, has reduced 
the number to about 75. Very few Northern 
men are in the city, most of them having gone 
to their headquarters at Lacrosse. Those here 
are quiet and peaceable in their behavior and 


determined in their action, and state positively 
that they will not return to work at the present 
scale of wages. 

At the Burlington offices the officials gave as- 
surances that all trains would arrive and depart 
on time as heretofore. One of the officials ques- 
tioned as to the cause of the strike said: ‘‘It 
was not because the men had any grievance, 
but simply to help their brothers on the 
*Q.’ out of a hole." He added that 
allof the vacancies would be filled and filled 
permanently. All of the suburban trains ran 
to-day as usual The afternoon train for 
Chicago left on time, with Master Mechanic 
Bryant, of the road, incharge. A Reading en- 
gineer had charge of the 5 o’clock train for La 
Crosse. Heendeavored to start the engine with 
the driver brakes, but finally managed to get off 
amid the jeers of the crowd. Traveling Engi- 
neer McGlynn was inchargeof the evening train 
for Chicago, which also pulled out ontime. No 
freight is being carried to-day, and it is said 
that with the present cut rates in force the com- 
pany is indifferent as to an immediate resump- 
tion of that branch of their business, 

The Omaha has felt the movement of the 
strike, and announces to-day that for the pres- 
ent the through sleeping-car service to Kansas 
City will be discontinued, and the sleeper will 
run to Council Bluffs only. The Omaha runs 
into Kansas City from Council Bluffs over the 
St. Joand Council Bluffs Road, which is a part 


of the “Q” system, so that their action is appa- 
rent. 


CHICAGO, March 7.—As has been the case 
lately, the most optimistic railroad officials in 
the city were to be found tu-day in the geon- 
eral offices of the Burlington Company. 
General Passenger Agent Morton made his 
daily bulletin more cheerful than ever. The 
company, he said, was running 47 pas- 
senger trains and 101 freight trains 
on the Iowa Division, while a still greater num- 
ber were being moved on the Illinois Division. 
At the Union Station the passenger train 
schedule of the last few days has been main- 
tained. Ten freight trains left the yards to- 
day, against seven trains yesterday. Notice 
has been received that two stock trains will ar- 
rive here to-morrow.from Galesburg. These are 
the first stock trains which have been handled 
since the strike began. Twelve switch 
engines were at work yesterday shifting 
ears, At the local freight yard at Harrison- 
street. business was progressing satisfactorily, 
according to the official statements, and 80 
cars were loaded with general merchandise. 

But outside of the Burlington offices the day 
began with a gloomy outlook and what 
seemed far greater iikelibood than ever 
of an extension of the strike. Be- 
fore the Burlington’s connecting lines is a 
difficult problem. On one side is the knowledge 
that their engineers are pledged to strike if one 
of them is discharged for refusing to pull Bur- 
lington freight; on the other 1s the inter-State 
commerce law, which says: 


“Every common carrier subject to the provisions 
of this act shall, according to their respective pow- 
ers, afford all reasonable, proper, and equal facil- 
ities for the interchange of traffic between 
their respective lines and for the _ receiv- 
ing, forwarding, and delivering of passen- 
gers and property to and from their several 
lines and those connecting therewith, and shall not 
discrimate in their rates and charges between such 
connecting lines; but this shall rot be construed as 
requiring any such common carrier to give the use 
of its track or terminal facilities to another carrier 
engaged in a like business.” 


The morning was richin reports of trouble. 
At the strikers’ headquarters it was given out 
that the Wabash, the Belt Line, the Chicagu 
and Northwestern, and the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific had declined to  ac- 
cept freight from the Burlington. From 
the stock yards district came news that 
there had been complications in that neighbor- 
hood. Five Lake Shore engineers had refused 
to haul some Burlington cars from Englewood 
to Sixteenth-street, Wabash switchmen had de- 
clined to receive Burlington cars’ which 
had been taken to the Root-street 
yards, and the switchmen of the 
Union Stock Yards and Transit Company, had 
declared their intention to make a similar re- 
fnsal. Chief Arthur, too, came out in an inter- 
view, in which he spoke as if a spread of the 
strike was imminent, and said: 

“It is impossible to appease 
when they know that railroad companies 
all over the country are giving aid to 
the Burlington. We are continually in 
receipt of telegrams showing ‘that the 
companies are rendering this assistance, and it 
is notin my power or the power of any other 
man to use restraint unless such things are 
stopped.” 

To prove this he showed dispatches charging 
that a New-York Central engineer, named E. 
Reynolds, had been forced to come to the Bur- 
lington and that Michigan Central engineers 
had been offered free passage to Chicago, in an 
order sent over the road under a character used 
only by its General Superintendent. 

At the strikers’ headquarters the belief was 
more pronounced than ever that a general 
strike was at hand. Just now the switechmen 
along the Burlington line are being counted 
upon to give that company trouble by re- 
fusine to switch for engineers whom they will 
claim to be incompetent. Reports from the di- 
vision grievance committees of the various 
roads have not yet been received at headquar- 
ters, but the strikers are putting some 
hope in & new move to be made by 
these committees, who are expected to 
lay matters before the managers of their 
several roads and induce the managers to bring 
all the influence in their power to bear upon the 
Burlington, and bring about a settlement if 
possible. 

The Chicago and Northwestern Grievance 
Committee on whose road troubly is very likely 
to break out next, held a four hour’s session here 
to-day and then . adjourned for another 
meeting to-morrow. Their Chairman, Lemay, 
haa but one thing tosay andthat was: “ Matters 
look very serious.” On the most serious question 
of the hour, whether the Burlington’s connec- 
tions will handle its freight or not, there is a 
grave Clashing of authorities. The Burlington 
bas the inter-State law back of it, and General 
Manager Stone is credited with a determination 
to see the law carried out. In all cases brought 
to his notice, where connecting lines have re- 
fused in the ordinary course of business to 
handle Burlingtin cars and business, he has 
demanded an explanation in his communica- 
tions, ignoring the fact that a atrike exists 
and requiring a statement as to the reasons for 
such refusal. This is for the purpose of prepar- 
ing an appeal to the courts and forcing a dect- 
sion as to whether the fears of the officials 
of connecting lines and their desire to 
avert a calamity shall be paramount 
to the laws on the subject. But thereisn’t a 
doubt that these officials would heartily, wel- 
come a decision one way orthe other. It would 
take the responsibility off their hanas. 

Now, it is @ curious fact that managers of 
Western connecting lines to-day are a little 
more hopeful of avoiding a general strike. They 
are pledged to neutrality, and, although they 
acknowledge that the law would compel them 
to receive and distribute Burlington 
freight delivered to connecting lines, 
the managers agree that ‘their course is 
tor the public good and in the line of preventing 
@ public catastrophe, which would really follow 
any attempt upon their part to forward Bur- 
lington through freighu and carsto their destina- 
tion. As near as can be learned this course 
will not be adupted by the east-bound 
roads from Chicago. Superintendent Wright of 
the Lake Shore said to-day that his company 
would continue doing business and obey the 
law, which, of course, meant that it would make 
no distinction between —— tendered by the 
Burlington or any other Western line. The 
Chicago and Atlantic has given the Burlington 
assurances that it will take through freight at 
any time, if not with its present men, thea with 
others. ‘the Michigan Central freight depart- 
ment has also informed the Burlington that 
no change will be made in the relations 
existing. The Pennsylvania lines have not been 
heard from, but eight Burlington cars came over 
that road this morning and were delivered to 
ths Burlington. However, even, as regards 
Western roads, it is asserted by Burlington 
officials that the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul and the Illinois Central both received 
its freight cars a The Burlington will 
probably give instructions to its Eastern: and 
Western agents to resume the billingof through 
freight by Monday. 

Strike news from points outside is even more 
warlike. The strike of the enginemen of the 
Burlington and Northern was fully expected, 
and as the road is practically controlled by the 
Q.” little excitement was caused. It is report- 
ed that the engiuecers ana firemen of the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott and Gulf will atrike at 
2 o’clock to-morrow morning because that road 
bandled Burlington freight to-day. Denver,

@® tendency of roads having termini in 
these cities to boycott the Burlington, but 
the leaders here are silent on the subject. To- 
night there is talk among the strike Jeaaers 
that in case of a general strike the Chicago:

Kansas City, Mo., March 7, — To-day 
Mr. Barrett, General Freight Agent of the Bur- 
lington, notified his assistants to send a written 
notice to all roads with which the Burlington 
exchanges business that the road would be 
ready to receive freight this afternoon. This 
caused the strikers who have been on the watch 
to see thatthe Burlington had no intercourse 
with other roads to exercise renewed vigilance. 

**Aslong as the other roads keep their hands 
off the ‘ Q’ business they will be all right,” said 
8. L. Stevens, Chief Arthur’s representative 
here. “The minute they help the ‘Q’ by giv- 
ing it freight there will be trouble. The men on 
all the roads are firm and stand ready to obey 
the chief’s word the moment it is spoken.” 

Mr. Stevens’s remarks appear to have been, 
‘“*heavily charged with wind.”’ As soon as Bar- 
rett’s notice was served the Fort Scott prepared 
to transfer to the Burlington 30 cars which were 
billed to that road.

KEPUBLIOAN DISTRESS. 


THE PARTY LEADERS AT A LOSS ABOUT 
THE TARIFF. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Mr. Blaine’s 
Florence letter to the Republican Party seems 
to have caused a great deal of unpleasant 
commotion, and to have made trouble along 
the entire line. While the ‘leaders’ are 
agitating their brains to decide upon a man who 
shall be Blaine’s successor as a candidate, and 
are contriving schemes to prevent the adoption 
of Mr. Milis’s tariff bill, it suddenly becomes 
known that, while the Republicans have been 
shrieking vociferously against a “dark-lantern 
bill” and indulging in a great deal of ridicule at 


the efforts of the Democrats, they have been iu 
more or less distress about their own in- 
ability to agree. Their failure to get a 
bill ready to offer upon the production of the 
committee bill was to be attributed to Repub- 
lican differences of opinion that were not given 
to the public, Mr. Browne of Indiana, for in- 
stance, wants to have salt, coal, and lumber, 
and some other articles put on the free list, and 
he and a largé number of Northwest Repub- 
licans want free sugar. But they won’t have 
free whisky, nor will they agree to vote for a 
bill that only takes off the internal revenue 
taxesjonu tobacco. Mr.McKinley,totry the temper 
of the House, made the draft of a resolution for 
the repeal of the tobacco§tax to be brought in- 
to the House to“ head off” the Ways and Means 
Comwittee. He was amazed soon after he began 
to submit it to his associates to tind that 50 Ke- 
publicans were againat it and would vote in op- 
position to it if brought up. Mr. Reed 1s credited 
with another discovery. it is asserted that he 
had @ scheme for the repeal of the tobacco tax 
and the tax on fruit brandy, together with a re- 
duction of the whisky tax to 50 cents a gallon. 
He, too, found that it would notdo. The Western 
man will not vote to let up on whisky. Now it is 
understood that Mr. Randall, whose tariff 
bill proposes to reduce the whisky tax, is com- 
pelled, because of these discoveries, te hold 
back his bill for revision. In the meantime the 
tariff reduction men in the House take comfort 
in the dividing opposition. Tney see that it 
will only be necessary for the friends of tariff 
revision to etand up courageously, that the peo- 
pie are in favor of thes reduction of burdensome 
taxes, and that the bill from the committee is 
more likely to be passed if a steady front is 
maintained than by oscillating or delaying. 
Opinions of the tariff bill are beginning to come 
to the Committee of Ways and Means, and they 
includea great many approving letters from 
Eastern manufacturers. The committee au- 
thorized the announcement to-day that there 
would be no verbal hearings. Written or print- 
ed arguments will be received.

PERISHED IN THE FLAMES 


SIX LIVES LOST AND THREE’ 
PERSONS INJURED. 
TERRIBLE SCENES AT THE BURNING OF 
THE SPRINGFIELD ‘‘ UNION” BUILD- 

ING—A MAD RUSH FOR LIFE. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 7.—The new 
office of the Evening Union was burned out 


“about 4 o’clock this afternoon. The blazo was 


attended with the most sickening horror ever 
Witnessed in this city. Atleast six of the em- 
ployes met a terrible death, most of them jump- 
ing from the fifth story and being crushed into 
a@ shapeless mass below. Itis thought that the 
fire started among the shavings in a closet on 
the ground floor. The flames were drawn up 
the elevator well and spread through the com- 
posing room. The fire was first discovered in 
the mailing room, and clouds of smoke were 
pouring out of the lower story windows before 
the 50 souls on the upper floor were aware of 
their danger. The flames shot up an old eéle- 
vator in the rear, cutting off escape by the stair- 
Way, and most of the employes who escaped 
found their way to the ground by the roof in the 
rear. The unfortunate men and women who 
crowded in the editorial rooms met a horrible 
fate. They were cut off from the escape in the 
rear and had to face the norrible alternative of 
burning to death ora falltothe sidewalk and 
frightful mutilation. 

The fire department responded promptly, but 
t seomed an age before it reached the window 
on the fifth story. A ladder was put to the 
ourth story and the sight of rescue so near 
seemed to madden the suffering group at the 
fwo windows who dropped in succession to the 
sidewalk below. Six fellin this way, some of 
them forced off and some of them madly leaping, 
and thecrowad groaned and turned their heads 
away as the employes whiried through the air. 
There were more than 30 compositors, men and 
women,on the fifth floor, They were not warned as 


it appears, by any one. Joseph Wittrey, one of 
the compositors who was somewhat burned, says 
the first intimation of the fire was a cry of 
“Fire” from some one inthe.room. Every one 
looked around and saw a faint line of smoke in 
the direction of the stairway. Very strangely 
they did not hurry, although they immediately 
started for the stairs, expecting no difficulty. 
On reaching the head of the stairs, how- 
ever, they found the passage thick and 
black with smoke, and they retreated and 
sought the elevator. After ringing re- 
peatedly and getting no answer they gave up 
hope, and the smoke, now pouring into the room 
in great volumes, drove them to the windows. 
They wade attempts to break the skylight at 
the suggestion of Mr. Goulding, the foreman, 
but these failed. They were cut off from ac- 
cess to the roof, and when those on the street 
cried to them to go to the roof and escape by 
means of the adjoining building the prisoners 
could only shake their heads 1n despair. 

Mr. Wittrey went to one of the middle windows 
on Main-street and leaned out and as close to 
the sill as possible to get air. Beside him wore 
Foreman Goulding and Miss Thompson, ‘he 
proof-reader. Miss Thompson asked Mr. Gould- 
ing, “Do you think we willever getout?’ And 
he answered: “I don’t know. I’m afraid not.” 
Miss Thompson had then laid on the floor fora 
few minutes with her head down and her haud- 
kerchief over her mouth, by Mr. Wittrey’s ad- 
vice. That was the last Mr. Wittrey kuew of 
either. Presently some one, he supposed Mr. 
Goulding, led Miss Thompson away, no doubt 
to the other window, where she was afterward 
seen to burn. Mr. Goulding stood near Wittrey 
fur some time after Wittrey himself got upon 
the sill, and as the tire grew nearer he finally 
let himself down upon the sign of the Spring- 
fiela Daily Unton beneath the window clinging 
td the sill, first with both hands, but afterward 
with dne. Two or three others got out{upon this 
sign from each window that it covered, aud from 
this several men jumped. 

The first man to leave the sign was a young 
man at Wittrey’s side, who had also been one of 
the first to get out upon it. He iet himself 
down to the top of the fourth-story window, 
where a little ledge of brick projected, and bere 
he clung for some time until @ blanket was 
brought and held beneath He dropped 
then, turning over twice, and fell into the 
blanket, bursting it to rags. Mr. Wittrey 
turned fairly sick to see this, and 
still more when he saw a woman who 
had tried to hold on just outside the sill of the 
corner window waiting for the delaying ladder 
finally give way, let herself down to her army’ 
length, and drop, falling upon the ladder, turn- 
ing over and over and striking the ladder again 
and again. But. Mr. Wattrey held on unti: the 
last, each horrible fall only making him hold 
the tighter, until at last be was rescued by the 
aid of theladder in an extraordinary fasbion. 

After rescuing those in other windows the 
ladder was pushed to the one where Mr. Wittrey 
was hanging. It struck him and broke his 
hold, but he flung out his right hand and 
caught on arung aud went down safely. After- 
ward he saw others rescued from the windows 
above. He went to a house on Worthington- 
street, where his left hand, by which he had 
clung longest, and which was burned to a jelly, 
was treated by kind women. Shortly after he 
went in acab to his home on Central-street. - 

Mr. Hill, the managing editor, was in thenews- 
room when he heard the first ‘alarm of the fire. 
Reporter Darcy ran inand said: ‘“* Thereisa fire 
somewhere. The smoke is coming in so fast we 
can’t work.” The forms had just been sent down 
stairs and the men were enjoying the relaxation 
after the afternoon’s hurry. Four or five 
were in the room smoking, chatting, and 
joking. Mr. Hill was not at all alarmed, but 
said: **Keep cool, Darcy, I guess it will be all 
right.” A party started for the elevator and 
got down Safely, but it was the last load. Ed- 
itor J. L. Shipley had fortunately been called 
down to the counting room a few minutes be- 
fore, and was on the ground floor safe. It 
seemed less than a minute before the smoke 
burst up into the composing room, and the 
compositors became alarmed. Hill ran out and 
told the men and women to start for the roof 
in the rearand many of them did so. He felt 
perfectly safe for a few minutes ashe saw the 
men climbing over the roof near theold quarters 
of the office. About 15 of the 35 employes, how- 
ever, rushed to the front, six of them going into 
the room of Editor Shipley on the corner. With 
Mr. Hill in this room were Dan Phillips, Tim 
Dunn, the galley boy; Mrs. Frederick Farley, 
the copyholder, another woman, and a composi- 
tor. 

Mr. Hill opened the windows and shouted: 
“For God's sake put up a ladder!” The crowd 
below looked dazed. He took off his coat and 
threw it; he picked up books and files of the 
paper and hurled them out to attract attention. 
The smoke became very dense and he could not 
breathe. Acrowd gathered in the window of 
the composing room next, where the smoke was 
still denser. Poor Fred Ensworth was there, 
and tried to break into the corner editorial 
room, where the smoke was less dense. 
“Oh God! Ned,” he shouted to Hill, 
‘‘show me the door; I can’t breathe; 
Ican’t breathe.” ‘I can’t, Fred.” he replied; 
** T can’t get away from this window.”’ The lad- 
der started and seemed to creep up the side of the 
building. Mrs. Farley saw the ladder and fran- 
tically jumped for it. She seemed to roll down 
the plane, and struck on the walk in a heap. 
The crowd surged back and shuddered. Mrs. 
Williams, copy holder, started to follow, and 
shouted: “I can catch the ladder! I can 
catch it!” Hill caught her by the waist, held 
her fast. ‘Don’t jump, the ladder will 
reach us,” he said with as much composure as 
possible. Forks of flame shot through the parti- 
tion. Itseemed an ageto Hill, and he fancied 
himself in a burning funeral pyre furnishing 
amusement to the crowd below. Dan Phillips 
began to choke. He could only say: ‘Ned, 
(Hill,} I guess our last day has come. I don’t 
care for myself, but my poor wife!” 

“T have a wife, too,” auswered Hill. ‘This is 
pretty bard, ain’t it?” And then they prayed. 
It would be difficult to recall or record the words 
of those prayers. The woman was struggling 
in Hiil’s arms, the smoke curling around them in 
triumph. One and another dropped to the side- 
walk, and the agonized group at the window 
could hardly keep back. The impulse that some- 
times comes to 8 Man to throw himself down a 
steep place seemed irresistible and overcame 
the fear of death. § 

“TIT must godown! I must go down!” shouted 
the woman in Hill’s arms. Fred Ensworth was 
gone; the suffering group in the composing 
room window had been dropping like Autumn 
leaves before a forest tire from the breath of the 
flames that swept their faces. The crowd tried 
to shout words of encouragement; the ladder 
seemed frozen tothe post. ‘It will be all over 
in a winute,” said Hill, and Timmie Dunn 
only covered his face with his hands and 
moaned. A wave of flames shot through 
the window, singeing Hill’s hair and clothes. 
The ladder had come at last, and the copyholder, 
who had struggled in his arms, caught it. The 
crowd was breathless. The hissof the first 
stream of water was the only sound. She 
grasped the rounds firmly, and went over one 
rung after another, reaching the ground. 
“Go ahead,” Hill said; “I can wait, 
and tbe rest of the group went down, 
sliding and tumbling over the rounds, but 
reached the ground safely. Hill finaily swung 
himselt under the ladder and made his descent 
with another man infront. It was reported 
that he was killed, and ghoking’ and blackened 
with smoke he found way to the telephone 
office to tell his wife he was safe. 

H. J. Goulding, the foreman of the composin 
room, and Miss Gertie Thompson, the prvof- 
reader, were burned to death. Goulding lost his 
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PRIOE TWO OENTS. 








life in seeing that others were safely out of the 
blazing room. He was last seen from the street 
below with his hand on Miss Thompson's 
shoulder to prevent her jumping to the ground, 
then he disappeared, and a minute later Misa 
Thompson was seen to put her hands to her head 
and sink down while the flames swept around 
and over her. Her body was found later 
stretched across thé charred and unrecognizable 
remains of the foreman. Her father was on the 
street below and saw it all. 

The work of the Fire Department was tex- 
ribly inefficient. A ladder reached to the sto 
second below that where the flames were ra 
ing and rested there fully eight minutes beforp 
the first of the victims fell to the ground, while 
the men in charge tried in vain to raise it fur 
ther.

THE REJECTED PROPOSITION.

AND THE REASONS WHY IT WAS SO RE- 
JECTED. 

OtTrawa, Ontario, March 7.—When the 
protocols accompanying the fisheries agreement 
arrived here much disappolatment was felt that 
they were purely formal and did not include the 
proposition which Sir Charles Tupper intimated 
had been made by Canada for extended trade re- 
lations. This afternoon the proposition and the 
American answer were submitted to the House 
of Commons as follows: 

“ That with the view of removing all causes of dif- 
ference in connection with the fisheries, it is pro- 
posed by her Majesty’s Plenipotentiaries that the 
Rshermen of both countries shal: have ali the privi- 
leges enjoyed during the existence of the fishery 
articles of the treaty of Washington, in consideration 
ofa mutual arrangement providing for greater free- 
dom in commercial intercourse between the United 
States and Canada and Newfoundland.” 

The following answer was returned: 

“The American Plenipotentiaries are constrained, 
after careful consideration, to decline to ask from 
the President authority requisite to consider the 
proposal conveyed to them on the 3d inst. as a 
means to the desired end, because the greater 
freedom of commercial intercourse so proposed 
would necessitate an adjustment of the present 
taritt of the United States by Congressioual action, 
which adjustment, the American Plenipotentiaries 
consider to be manifestly impracticable of accom- 
plishment through the medium of a treaty under the 
circumstances how existing, nor could the American 
Plenipotentiaries admit that such a mntual arrange- 
ment as is proposed by her Britannic Majesty’s 
Plenipotentiaries could be accepted as constituting 
&@ suitable basis of negotiation concerning the rights 
and privileges claimea for American fishing vessels. 
It still appears to the American Plenipotentiaries to 
be possible to find an adjustment of differences by 
agreeing on an interpretation or modification of the 
treaty of 1818 which will be honorable to both 
parties and remove the present causes of complaint, 
to which end they are now, as they have been from 
the beginning of this conference, ready to devote 
themselves.”’ 


OIL MARKET MUCH QUIETER. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., March 7.—The open- 
ing hour at the Oil Exchange was the liveliest 
iu many months. Over 1,000,000 barrels of oil 
changed hands between 10 and 11 o’clock, but 
after that the market settled aown, and at times 
during the rest of the session business was ab- 
solutely dull. From tha terrible squeezing 
given the shorts yesterday it seemed certain that 


some of them would not be ableto get their 
sheets through the Clearing House, but all were 
well covered, anathere were no failures to re- 
pers. 

When the gong sounded for the commence- 
meut of business 25,000 barrels were offered by 
a broker attheoeven $100. This seemed to be 
the signal for business to start. His 25,000 
barrels were grabbed upso quickly that it al- 
most made his head swim. Several otber 
offers of oil at $100 were made and quickly 
takev. After this New-York, Oil City, and the 
scalpers in this city commenced pounding the 
market. At first it seemed a hopeless task, but 
oil came from some place—nobody knew wiere— 
and after some active skirmishing the price de- 
clined rapidly to 967g, the lowest point in the 
day. At this junctureit looked asif a panic 
would surely follow, but the bulls took courage 
and commenced buying everything that came 
their way, and — gradually advanced to 
9714, and closed firm at97¥%4. The feeling of oil 
circles was much firmer to-night, and no trouble 
igs now apprehended.

Die Sees 
A NEW POSTMASTER FOR SYRACUSE. 


Syracusk, N. Y., March 7.—The President

INGALLS OUT OF THE RACE 


NO LONGER TALKED OF AS A 
PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATE, 
THE EFFECT OF HIS ILL-ADVISEED 

SPEECH OF TUKSDAY—AN EVIDENT 
CASE OF ‘‘ POSTMASTER.” 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—Senator Ingalla 
of Kansas, tho most brilliant Republican in the 
upper branch of Congress, who was until yester- 
dav enumerated with Sherman, Allison, His 
cock, Hawley, Cullom, and others as a possible 
candidate of his party forthe Presidency, will 
have to be dropped from all calculations here- 
after. No Republican in either branch of Con- 
gress will talk abont himas a possibile candi- 
date to-day. His speech of yesterday, in which 
he leveled his bitterest invective 
the President, Gen. McClellan, and 
Hancock, and practically accused the whole 
Southern people of continued disloyalty, is re 
garded as an indication from Mr. Ingalls of his 
indifference to a Presidential nomination. The 
speech has been openly commented upon in 
that way, and the first cordial indorsement of 
the Senator's utterances is yet to be heard here, 
So strong a Republican and partisan as Mr. 
Reed of Maine, who can occasionally make 
speeches that do not exactly fit 


the Great Re- 
publican Party as it was, would not believed 


yesterday afternoon that Mr. Ingalls was cor- 
rectly understood when he spoke of Mce- 
Clellan and Hancock together as ‘ak 
lies of the Confederacy,” and he maintained 
that no such expression would be found in Mr. 
Ingalls's speech in the Congressionul Record. 
Mr. Ingalls evidently belongs to the class of 
Republicans who believe that the Republican 
Party must be kept small by keeping out all per- 
sons who might come intoa party of progress. 


The Democrats are generallv delighted with the 
speech. Some of the more dignified of them are 
disposed to hope that more speeches of the same 
sort may be wade by the Republicans of the 
Senate and the House, for the reason that such 
speeches, in their estimation, will not onuiy ren- 
der it impossible for the Kepublicans to make 
gainsin the South, but will disgust conserva- 
tive and decent men every wbere in the country. 

Those Republicans who suppose that Mr. [o- 
galls was inspired simply by patriotism and 
love of the soldier in making his attack upon 
the President ought to know that a meaner mo- 
tive may have controlled him. Not loug ago 
Postmaster was to be appointed for Atchison, 
Kan., the home of Senator Ingalls. A Democrat 
was to be named, of course, but Mr. Ingalls cid 
not think it beneath his dignity or at all 
improper for him, as a Republican Sen- 
ator, to become interested in the cause of one 
of the rival Democratic aspirants for the place. 
He not only went personaliy to the President to 
give bis advice, but he enlisted other members 
of his family, who had been made at home in 
the White House, in the same cause. The Presi- 
dent, after considering the qualifications of all 
the candidates, decided in favor of a man Who 
was not the man preferred by Mr. Ingatls. It 
was for this. then, that Mr. Ingalls in his speech 
yesterday spoke thus of the President: 

“Tbe nomination and sicction of Grover 
Cleveland have made the pretensions of any 
American citizen to the Presidency respectabie. 
There is no man in this country whose igno- 
rance is so profound, whose obscurity is so im- 
penetrable, and whose antecedents are so de- 
graded that he may not justiflubly aspire to a 
Presidential nominatioa by the Dewocratic 
Party.” 

The manner in which this was delivered was 
as significant as the matter. The rhetorical 
pauses ateach comma were so prolonged as to 
give persons in the galleries opportunity for 
laughing or applauding before the second 
phrase was completed, and it was evident that 
his hearers expected him to make a@ comparison 
even more pointed and personal than the one he 
gave. His reference to Mcvlellan and Han- 
cock will undoubtedly create indignation in the 
breast or every soldier in the North; who hag 
regarded Hancock as one of the most loyal 
heroes of the Union, and one against whom no 
one but Mr. Ingalls can be remembered here as 
having ever suggested a doubt of his loyalty. 
In referring to the Democratic vote fur Naucock 
for President he said: 

“Why, Mr. President, we 
they veted for Hancock. We know why Han- 
cock was nominated. We know why that other 
ally of the Confederacy, George Kk. McClellan, 
was nominated, who had just declared that the 
war was a failure, after he had been trying tor 
two years to make it 80.” 

If all the Republicans in Kansas and all the 
Democrats believe that Hancock and McClellan 
were “allies of the Confederacy,’ Mr. Ingalis 
will find that allthe Republicans of New-York 
and New-Jersey and Penusylvania do not agree 
with him. He did not wake a mistake, it seems, 
in his charge against Hancock, for later 
on, when Senator Blackburn ~~ protested 
against Mr. Ingalls’s aspersion of dead 
men and asked whether it would not have 
been in better taste, and more creditable to the 
courage of the Senator, if he had made the 
charge before both Hancock and McClellan were 
dead, Mr. Ingalls responded tbat “the did, 
often.” Some of the Democrats who have been 
discussing Mr. Ingalls’s great speech to-day are 
inclined to think it will make a very geod cam- 
paign document for Democratic purposes, both 
North and South.

The recent action of the internal revenue oZ- 
ficers looking to collecting 10 per ‘cent. taxon 
circulating notes issued by foreign iustitutions 


bas prompted applicaticns from national banks 
in various parts of the country for Information 
as to the law on the subject and the construction 
of it by the Government. In order to reply au- 
thoritatively the Coutroller of the Currency has 
obtained from the Commissioner of Interual 
Revenue the following statement on the subject: 

Every bank located in the United States, 
whether State or national, is liable to atax of 
10 per cent. on the amount of Canadian bank 
notes used for circulation and paid out by itin 
this country, and atrue and complete return of 
the monthly amount of such notes so paid out 
by it for the previous six months must be wade 
and rendered in duplicate by each and every 
such bank on the Ist day of Juue and the lst cay 
of December. One copy of this return wmwusé 
be transmitted to the Collector of the 
district in which the bank is located, 
and the other to the Commissioner of 
Interral Revenue. This tax is impesed by 
section 3,412, Revised Statutes, anc section 
20 of the act of Feb. 3, 1875, (18 Statutes, 3,111,) 
and the returns are required by section 5,414 
Revised Statutes, and section 21 of said act of 
Feb. 8. Nointernal revenue tax 1s ing@posed for 
paying out the notes of the Dominion 6f Canada 
if, as is understood, they are obligations of the 
Dominion itself and not of any bank or banker, 
and consequently no returns of the amount ot 
them paid out by the panks have been re- 
quired. A bank is not regarded = as 
paying out Canadian bank notes within 
the meaning of the statute when it simpiy 
sends them to Canada for redemption. If the 
bank, when it sends such notes to a correspond- 
ent bank in the United States, sends thei, not 
to be placed to its credit on the books of that 
bank in settlement of balances, or to be appro- 
priated to the payment of debts, &c., but simply 
to be forwarded to Canada for redemption, and 
the correspondent bank, as its agent, thus for 
wards them, they need not be treated as paid out 
in this country by either of the banks.

THE STANDING OF THE VARI- 
OUS COMPANIES. 
CONCLUSION OF THE WORK OF THE AS- 
SEMBLY INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 

BEGUN MORE THAN A YEAR AGO. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 6.—On the 27th of 
April, 1887, the Assembly passed a resolution 
directing the appointment of a committee 
charged with the duty ot ascertaining the names 
of all companies doing teiephonic business with- 
in the State of New-York; the amount of the 
capital stock of each; the cost of the plant and 
operation; the amount of the earnings of each 
of said companies, and the dividends paid by 
them. Subsequently the Speaker appointed as 
such committee Messrs. Ainsworth of Oswego, 
Hadley of Franklin, Saxton of Wayne, Dickey of 
Rockland, and Conover ot Westchester. William 
H. Weed of Mexico, N. Y., was appointed as 
clerk. The meetings of the committee were 
held during the Summer at Utica, Troy, Sara- 
toga, Buffalo, Rochester, and New-York. 

The report was submitted to the Legislature 
to-day, and a brief summary of it is as follows: 
The American Bell Telephone Company is @ cor- 
poration organized under the laws of Massa- 
chusetts, with a capital of $10,000,000, which, 
under the present judicial decisions, owns and 
controls all patents now in use upon telephonic 
instruments in the United States. Except as a 
large stockholder in local companies it does not 
operate any of the territory in this State. It 
does not sell any of the instruments manufact- 
ured under its patent, but leases them to its 
licensees at an annual royalty of $14 per 
set of instruments, excepting the Metropol- 
itan Company of New-York and the Com- 
mercial Company of Troy, which it charges 
$10 respectively. reserving the right to increase 
all these royalties at its pleasure. By theterms 
of its contract with the local companies these 
instruments are delivered to the local com- 

anies at the company’s office in the city of 
Z3oston. in addition to these royalties it also 
exacts from its licensees a further considera- 
tion in the form of a donation of 35 per cent. of 
the capital stock of its licensees. It also exacts 
a commission upon all extra-territorial and tel- 
ecraph business done by the licensees of 15 per 
cent. on the former and 50 per cent. on the lat- 
ter. 

The Bell Telephone Company of Buffalo, em- 
braces the counties of Erie, Niagara, Orleans, 
Genesee, Wyoming. Monroe, and Livingston, 
and was organized in March, 1879, and has a 
capital stock of $600,000, of which the Amer- 
ican Bell Telephone Company of Boston owns 
210,000 franchise stock. Its entire capital 
stock has been issued. The total cost of the 
construction of its plant ts $444,807 15, and 
its net earnings during the year 1886 were 
$64,560 25; its percentage of net earnings to 
eost of construction, excluding franchise stock 
aud watered stock, is 14 per cent. The rate of 
charges, being based upon the toll system, can- 
not be given. 

The Central New-York Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company operates the counties in the 
central portion of this State, with main ofiices 
in Utica, and was organized in December, 1882 
Its capital is $500,000, of which the Amertcarr 
Bell Company has $140,000, issued as franchise 
stock. Its net earnings during tie last fiscal 
year were $36,681 50. Its actual cost of con- 
struction is £379,979 33. Its percentage of net 
earnings to cost of construction is 9.44. This 
company pald no dividend in 1886, but its av- 
erage dividend has been 2.9 per cent. It has 
1,420 Exchavge subscribers, at an average an- 
pual rental of $38 60. Its net receipts from 
Lxchange business during the past fiseal year 
were 317,047 0, and from its toll line, or coun- 
try business, $19,633 70. 

The Empire State Telephones and Telegraph 
Company operates that portion of the State 
between the Buffalo and Central New-York 
Companies, and has a capital stock of $200,000, 
all of Which has been issued, and of which the 
American Bell Telephone Company owns as 
franchise stock $64,600. [ts net earnings 
juring the past fiscal year were $12,152 08, of 
which its city business furnished $1,728 41, 
while its toll line, or ccuntry busivess, furnished 
310,123 67. Its total cost of construction 1s 
S212,538 17. Its percentage of net earnings to 
cost of coustructionis 5.7 percent. It has 850 
exchange stations, the average annual rate 
being $41 Qv. 

The Commercial Telephone Company of Troy 
operates principally the eity of Troy, and is 
owned principally by the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company. It wasorganized Jan. 1, 18738. 
It hes a capital stock of $50,0U0, no part of 
whi is franchise stock. Its cost of coustruc- 
tion ia $09,520. Its net earnings during the 
past fiscal year were $22,000. Its percentage 
of net earnings to cost of conatruction is 22 per 
cent. it paid no dividends in 1879, 1880,0or 1881. 
i's dividend of 1886 was 44 per cent., 14 per 
‘cut. of which was derived from its earnings 
upon its district messenger service. It has 
1,236 subscribers, at an average annual rental 
of S49 68 per instrument.

Its dividend 
for the past fiscal year was 7 per cent. Its an- 
nual average charge is $30 for residences and 
$42 ror business places.

has a capital stock of $20,000, none of which is 
owned by the American Bell Company. It is 
a sub-iicensceof the Hudson River Company and 
seems to be operated simply as a feeder to that 
company, paying them a royalty of $17 per in- 
gtrument and absorbing one-quarter of Its entire 
groas receipts for executive management.

This the committee have disre- 
garded in basing its percentages § tipon 
the ground that it had not ‘been occru- 
pied during the time embraced in_ its 
receipes and disbursements, and thua had not 
contributed toward its net earnings. Its net 
earnings for its past fiseal year were $576,- 
055 80, showing a percentage of net earnings to 
€ost of 39.88 percent. It paid no dividends in 
1881 or 1882, and the dividend for its 
past fiscal year was 10 per cent. Its earn- 
ings for the year ending March 31, 1886, were: 
Private lines, $187,737 31; district exchanges, 
$800,072 50; telephone rentals, $108,212 76; 
tolis, $60,548 75; miscellaneous sources, 
$15,222 64. Total, $1,171,793 96. Its expenses 
were: Operation, $458,151 71; re-construc- 
tion, {$48,654 43; Instrument rental, American 
Rell Telephone Company, $165,758 27; rental 
Manhattan plants, $16,500; rebates, $1,750 79; 
roof rentals. $6,745 88; taxes, $12,000; insur- 
ance, 3,000; legal expenses, $13,500; miscel- 
Janeous, $2,315 19. Total, $728,376 27. ‘Their 
average pumbor of subscribers for the past year 
was 6,101, at an average annual charge of 
$148 93. 

The total number of subséribers to telephone 
exchanges throughout the State is 26,240. The 
total capital stock of the companies doing busi- 
ness in the State is $8,395,000. The total cost 
of construction of the plants of the various com- 
panies throughout the State is $5,780,978 43. 
The total net darnings for the past fiscal year 
weré $1,028,233. Thea averdge capitalization 
per subseriber is $319 93. The average capital- 
ization throughout the United States is $351 per 
subscriber. 

‘rhe committee deal at length with the prob- 
lem of underground construction, which they 
have wét fn thé cities of Brooklyn, Buifalo, and 
New-York. The conimittee prepared ati ex- 
haustive brief anmmarizing the Federal and 
State decisions in 4 large number of States upon 
the right of the Legislature to regulate ths 
charges of local companies, and fitid that they 
have such right; also, upon the right of the 
Legislature to regulate the royalties charged by 
the American Bell Company of Boston, and find 
that they have not the right to regulate them. 
The committee treat of the various patents 
owned by the Ameriéan Bell Company 
and the interference between the cav- 
eats of Mr. Bereimer and Mr. Edison, 
arriving at the conclusion that at the option of 
the American Bell Telephone Company its pres- 
ent monopoly upon telephonic instruments‘for 
practiodl use will extend for a period of 17 
years from the date of the settlement of this in- 
terference. The only remedy to defeat this to- 
nopoly will be the invention by another person 
of atelephone which shall render communica- 
tion possible by means of what is known as the 
‘“‘Make and Break’ system, which, electricians 
gay, is extremely doubtful. The committee 
think there is but one Gircumstancé which in 
their judgment would justify legislative inter- 
ference; that circumstance is the imposition of 
a charge so large that it shall be a burden to 
those who use it and which shall produce a 
revenue disproportionate t% that return to 
which its inventors and those who put their 
money into it when it was an unsolved problem 
are entitled. 

That circumstance is found in the cities of 
New-York and Troy; in the case of the latter its 
franchiss expires so soon that no legisiation is 
recommended for that city. They believe the 
returns of the Metropolitan Company are larger 
than they havea moral right to demand, and 
submit a bill making the charge in the city of 
New-York $6 50 per month, with an added 
mileage of $2 per month forall points exceeding 
one-half mile from any one of its present central 
ofticecs. 

The total expense of the investigation will not 
exceed $7,000, which expense has been paid by 
the individual members ofthe committee, owing 
to the fact that the Attorney-General, at the re- 
quest of the Controller, wrote an opinion that 
the Legislature could not, by resolution, provide 
for the expenses of a legislative conimittee 
sitting during recess. 

Two bills accompany the report of the tele- 
phone investigation committees. The first limits 
the issue of stock and the creation of liens by in- 
corporated companies, and is as follows: 


SECTION 1. No share or shares, stock or certificates 
of stock shall hereafter be issued by any company 
organized or ohartered by or under the laws of this 
State except upon previous payment in cash of the 
par value thereof, or upon the rendition of service 
equivalent in value to the par value thereof. A 
record shall be kept by each company of all pay- 
ments for stock, Which shall show in detail the date 
and amount of each payment, the kind, amount, aud 
value of the service rendered for which any stock is 
issued, where and to whom; which record shall be 
open at all times to the stockholders of and any per- 
son dealing with such company for inspection. 

SEC. 2. No boud, mortgage, or other evidence of 
jndebtedness shall be issued, given, or made where- 
Dy any lien upon any of the property of any compa- 
ny created or incorporated by er under the laws of 
this State is or 38 assumed to be created, until a 
atatement in writing has been made and duly veri- 
fied by the oath of the President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer of the pect gro or &® majority thereof, 
showing that the capital stock of such company has 
peen actually paid in, and such statement, so veri- 
fied, has been tiled in the County Clerk’s office where 
the principal business of such company is transact- 
ed, and any willful misstatement or false statemont 
contained therein shall be perjury, and punished as 
such. 

sic. 3. Any officer or other person who shall issue 
or assume to issue any share, stock, or certiticate of 
stock, or who shall make or execute any boud or 
mortgage, or cause any indebtedness whereby any 
lion is or is assumed to be created contrary to the 
provisions of this act is guilty of misdemeanor and 
upon conviction liable to a fine of not more than the 
par value of the stock or shares issued or lien 
created or assumed to be created, or by imprison- 
meutin the county jatl for not more than one year, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

SKC. 4. This act shall take effect immediately. 


The second bill regulates the charges for the use 
of telephones iu cities having a population of one 
million or more inhabitants. It reads thus: 


SECTION 1. Every telephone company and corpo- 
ration in this State in cities having a population of 
one million inhabitants or over shail turuish to each 
and every person applyiug therefor, whose residence, 
office, or viaceéin which said telephone is applied 
for or asked to veo placed is within one-half a mile of 
the central office of said company or corporation, a 
telephonic communication and convection, together 
with such Mmstruments and electrical apparatus as 
shall be necessary to transmit vocal communications 
betwee each of its exchanges and subscribers in 
suid city, at a csharge not exceeding $6 50 
per month for such service, 4nd at a further 
and additional charge of $2 per month to each of 
said persons 80 applying, as aforesaid, whose reai- 
dence, office, or place in which said telephone is de- 
sired or asked to be placed, for earch additional one- 
half mile or fractional part thereof that said place in 
Which aaid telephone is placed is from a centra) of- 
fice of said company; provided that such applicant 
or applicants comply or offer to comply with the 
reasonable requirements of the company or corpora. 
tien in respect therete. 

SEC. 2. Each and every violation of the provisions 
of this act by any Company or corporation engage d 
in such telephonic business, or by any agent, serv- 
ant, or employe of sali company or corporation 
shall be deemed a misdeineanor, punishable as such; 
and in addition thereto each and every company or 
corporation aforesaid shall be Hable to a penaity of 
$50 for each and every violation, to be recovered in 
an action therefor if any courtof comnpetent jurisdics 
tion by any person injured thereby, together with the 
costs of said action, one-half of such penalty so re- 
covered, with the costs of tho sult, to be paid to the 
person bringiug sald action, and the other one-half 
of said penalty to be paid to the County Treasurevt’s 
office of the county or the Chamberlain of the city 
in which said violation shall take piace, for the use 
of the poor of sail county or city. 

skc. 3. This act shall take effect on the lst day of 
June, 1888. 
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IICT SET ASIDE. 
Judge Patterson has set aside the decision 
of a Sherifi’s jury declaring Bernard McKenna 
insane on the grounds principally of the mis- 
conduct of Dr. James W. Ranney, one of the 
Commissioners, in charging the Sheriff's jury. 
Bernard McKenna came to this city from 
Ireland in 1838, and amassed some $60,000 in 
mercantile: pursuits, which he invested in val- 


uavle real estate in this city. In 1868 he re- 
turned to the other side, and, a widower, without 
children, nearly 8U years of age, is now living 
with his sister, Mrs. Ellen Dufty, in ’Legnacrene, 
County Monaghan. He has nieces and nephews 
in this city, aud they were greatly disturbed tn 
the Summer of 188) to learn that he had deeded 
his real estate to Mrs. Duffy and that she was 
collecting the rents through an agent. 

Mrs. Mary J. McShane, one of the nieces in 
this city, forthwith began proceedings to have 
the old gentleman declared a lunatic, alleging 
that he naa lost his mind at the time he trans- 
ferred his property to Mra. Duffy. Judge Dono- 
hue appointed Dr. Ranney, John B. Mayo, aud 
Bernard Smyth Commissioners, and they called 
& Sheriff's jury and had hearlugs froin time to 
time until Dec. 1, 1887, when, under instruc- 
tions from Dr. Ranney, the jury found McKenna 
insane and that his property was worth $58,500. 
This Verdict was given in spite of the fact that 
five eminent experts in Ireland had testitied 
that McKenna was sane, while only two experts 
considered him insane. 

Judge Patterson, in his cpinion, comments on 
the fact that tho insanity proceedings were in- 
itiated by those who had everything to gain by 
proving MoKenna tnsane. He orders the ap- 
pointment of a new commission if the relatives 
here wish to renew the insanity proceedings.

HE NEVER CALLED A MEETING OF THE 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS TRUSTEES. 

ALBANY, March 7.—Qut, Governor in his 
treatment of some of his askdclates is almost as 
much of an autocrat asthe untutored Turk. 
That, at least, is the inference drawn from the 
testimony of Lieut.-Gov. Jones given before 
the Ways and Means Committee this afternoon 
in its investigation of the expenditures upon the 
Governor's Eagle-street castle. Mr. Jones isa 
member of the Board of Trustees of Publis 
Buildings, aboard wiiicn ts composéd of thé 
Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, and the Speak- 
6r. Assemblyman Sheehan, who is conducting 
the Govertior’s déféhse before the committee, 


labors under the erroneous impression that thea 
Lieutenant-Governor furnished tne information 
leading to the publication of the stories about 
the Governor‘s misapplication of funds. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

The Lieutenant-Governor testified that he had 
been a member of the buard sitice his induction 
into office, Janu. 1,1886. No, he had never at- 


tended a meetilig of the Trustees; he had never. 


known one to be held. Yes, he had made verbal 
requests of the Governor to call a meeting, and 
the Governor’s reply had been that he would do 
s0 43 800n as he found time. He had never 
kuown the Trustees a3 a board to pass upon any 
of the appointments made around the Capitol 
by Supertntendent Andrews. He himself at 
least had not passed upon them, and no atten- 
tion had been paid to his requests in the matter 
of appointments. 

‘* Have you evér authorized the purchase of 
furniture for the Executive Mansion, or audited 
any bills thererefor?” asked Mr. Hamilton. 

“No, [have not,” was Mr. Jones’s reply. 

“Then as a Trustee you have never taken any 
part in the management of the public build- 
ings ?”’ 

“T have not.” 

“Do you know who conducts the affairs of the 
Trustees?” 

“T do not.” 

‘Do you consider that 4 proper way under the

“This is discourteous and immaterial, this line 
of inquiring,” exclaimed Mr. Hamilton, comin 
to the witness’s defense. Then he took him o 
Mr. Sheehan's hands, with the inquiry: ‘Did the 
Governor ever request you to attend any meet- 
ing of the Trustees 1” 

“TIT know nothing about any meetings of the 
Trustees,” was the {mperturvable reply. 

* Do you consider that meetings of the Trustees 
are necessary in order to transact the public 
business?” 

“T object to that,” said Mr. Sheahan. 

“That calls for ati opinion. Why shouldn’t 
the rules of law apply in this inquiry?’ sooth- 
ingly replied Chairman Husted. ‘We could 
hardly do that in an investigation by a com- 
mittee.” 

“Tam not desirous of giving an opinion upon 
that point,” said Mr. Jones, “but I will answer 
the question if yuu insist.” 

Mr. Hamilton insisted. 

“Common sense would say thata board could 
not act without hoiding a méeting, though possi- 
bly there may be no statutory requirement? that 
méetings be held.” 

That was all. The members of the committee 
now wonder whether the Governor has gobbled 
the greater mes of the Capitol patronage and 
frozen the Lieutenant-Governor out. The cir 
cumstances s6em to point to that conclusion.

NOT tHE LOWEST BIDDERS. 
AQUEDUCT COMMISSIONERS RESTRAINED 
FROM MAKING AN AWARD. 

The Aqueduct Comniissioners met yester- 
day afternoon to award the contract for the con- 
Btriiction of séetioh 16 of the new aqueduct, 
which exterds from the cornét of Convent-ave- 
nue and One Hundred and Thirty-fifth-street to 
the gate house in Central Park, a distance of two 
and one-quarter miles. They did not do it, how- 
éver, for at 3 o'clock, just as they were going 
inte open session, Counselor L. Lafiln Kellogg 
walked in and setved an injunction on them 


which had just been granted by Judge Barrett. 
At about the same time Mr. Kellogy’s associate, 
Arthur Hi. Smith, served an injunction on 
O’Brien & Clark restraining them from accept 
ing the contract. 

The injunction, which is temporary, was 
granted by Judge Barrett in a suit brought by 
Jacob Ehling, a liquor dealer at 2,362 Third- 
avenue, as & taxpayer, sétting forth the citcum- 
staneés of the bidding dnd awarding, atid al- 
leging that the awarding is illegal and against 
public policy. He asks for & permanent injunc- 
tion. Judge Barrett requires all the Aqueduct 
Commissioners to go before the jury in Supteme 
Courf, Chambers, next Monday, and show cause 
pes 4 the injunction should not be continued in 

orée. 

In section 16 there were several bidders. Tne 
proposals called for bids of three kinds: (1) For 
the éntire work; (2) for the iron work; (3) for 
excavating and laying pipes. O’Brien & Clark 
bid $1,052,365 for the entire work—the lowest 
bia of that kind made, The Warren Foundry 
and Machine Company bid $674,730 for the iron 
work, the lowest bia of that kind. William E. 
Dean bid $315,648 25 for excavating and lay- 
ing pipes, the lowest bid of that kind. Feb. 29 
the bids were opened, and O’Brion & 
Clark were decided to be the suocessftl 
bidders. The Warren Foundry and Machine 
Company and Mr. Dean seetn to have joined 
fotces and to have put Mr. Ehling up to test the 
validity of this award.. Mr. Ebling asserts in his 
complaint that the 10 bids of the Warren Foundry 
and Maehine Company and Mr. Dean added to- 
gether are $61,987 75 less than ,O’Brien & 
Clark’s bid for the same work, and that therefore 
they ought to have the contract. 

He admits that the Aqueduct Commissioners 
are not bound to award @ contract to the lowest 
bidder, but hé asserts that they should, unless 
there is some good cause for not doing so. He 
alleges and enforces the allegation by the affida- 
vit of Charles Jones, a contractor, that Mr, Dean 
and the Warren Foundry and Machine Company 
are honorable and pecunious contractors, who 
ean be Serge! trusted to do their work hon- 
estly and well. On the other hand, he charges, 
and Arthur H. Smith makes affidavit, that 
O’Brien & Clark are not advantageous contract- 
ors * the city to have any business relations 
with. 

Mr. Smith swears that by an examination of 
the account books in the Controller’s office he 
has discovered that of the 19 contracts which 
the Aqueduct Commissioners have made for 
work on the new aqueduct 10 have been made 
with O’Brien & Clark and 2 to John A. Lee and 
Richard Malone, who actin their interests; that 
O'Brien & Clark were not the lowest bidders for 
any of these contracts, and that the city thereby 
lost $226,447. He also swears that O'Brien & 
Clark have in mauy instances violated the terms 
of their contracts by subletting portions of their 
work, and that they have presented claims for 
‘“‘extra” work amounting tu between $200,000 
and $300,000. 

Mr. Ehling charges that for these reasons, if 
the Aqueduct Commissioners did award the.con- 
tract for section 16 to persons other than 
the Warren Foundry and Machine Company 
and Mr. Dean, whose united bids are the lowest 
for the entire work, O’Brien & Clark should 
not be selected. 

Judge Barrett, at the same time he granted 
the injunction, issued an order requiring John 
C. Sheehan, the clerk of the Aqueduct Commis- 
sionera, to appear before J. Alfred Davenport at 
his office in the Boreel Buildipg at 2 o’clook 
this afternoon and submit to an examination 
touching the proceedings of the Commissioners 
in relation to O’Brien & Clark and the awarding 
of contracts to them.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


CONDITION OF THB BEE LINE. 
A SUGGESTION FROM THE ENGLISH 
STOCK HOLDERS. 

CLEVELAND, March 7.—At the annual 
meeting of the Bee Line stockholders to-day 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, W. K. Vanderbilt, Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, H. McK. Twombly, and Amos 
Townsend were re-elected Directors for three 

years without opposition. 

President Layne’s feport shows that the total 
earnings of the Clevoland, Columbus, Cincinnati 
and Indianapolis, Cincinnati and Springfield, 
and Indianapolis and St. Loula Roads combined 


were $8,056,008, an increase of $865.072 over 
1886. Operating expenses were $5,235,730, an 
increase of $477,941 over 1886. The net earn- 
ings for 1887 were $2,620,278, an increase 
of $387,131 over the previous year. During 
the year additions were made to the property 
to the amount of $431,521. In explaining the 
increasé in the operating expenses the President 
says that, as compared with tie previous year, 
$205,578 has been charged to the account 
which was charged to “ additions,” making the 
actual increase in expenses as Compared with 
the previous sear $272,362. On the same basis 
of comparison the percentage of expenses to 
earnings would have been 62.44 per cent., a re- 
duction from the previous year of 3.72 per cent. 
fhe Directors discussed for some time, but 
took no action upon, a letter from George Her- 
ring of London, Trustee of English stockhold- 
ers, noting the accumulation of surplus to over 
5,000,000, and the fact that the dividends in 
1 years have aggregated only 919 per cent. 
This state of affairs leads him to suggest that 
stock to the amount of $5,000,000 be issued as 
@ bonus tu present to stockhulders; otherwise 
the surplus will inure solely to the benefit of 
futute stock and bond holders.

WEAKER LINES TO PROFIT. 
THE NEW AGREEMENT OF THE WESTERN 


FREIGHT ASSOCIATIONS, 

CHICAGO, March 7.—The new agreement 
which is to govern the Western and Northwest. 
ern Freight Associations, or rather which has 
been recommended to the managers for adoption, 
contains one provision of a soneéwhat radical 
nature. It is, to a certain extent, a new depart- 
ure, since the passage of the Inter-State Com 
merce act, inasmuch as it fecognizes the princi- 
ple of compensation to competing weaker lines 


in the association. Some of the gestions of the 
proposed rule are as follows: 


“ When changes i rules, reguiations, or rates are 
desired, because of the rates of outside lines whioh 
specially affect the interests of a road or roads in the 
association, the methods of procedure shall be ar- 
ranged elsewhere, and, in the event of a disagree- 
ment and reference to thé Board of Adjustment, the 
board shall «eciue whether the action 1s necessary. 
If decided adversely, because of its serious effects 
upon the interests of the lines competing, then the 
board shall decide what compensation, if any, and 
in what form, if any, snall be made the line or lines 
desiring to mest the outside competition. If the 
board decides that the competition shall not be met, 
it shall also decide the proportion of compensation 
to be paid by each, it being understood that the 
amounts shall be assessed in proportion to the ben. 
etits derived by reason of the roads not meeting such 
com petitiou. 

‘*In the case of the completion of an outside line 
whioh affects all of the lines in the association or in 
any ou6 section thereof no question of compensation 
shall be entertained. 

“ Any line desiring to reduce or establish rates be- 
tween given points, not because of the completion 
of an outside line, but because of the belief on the 
ay of that line that its interests can best be served 

y that reduction, shall have the right to claim com- 
pensation in the event it is decided that the rates 
shall not be reduced. In the event of the failure of 
the lines in interest to agree as to the amount of 
compensation the Board of Adjustment shall decide, 
its decision ta be final and absolute.” 


A REORGANIZATION EFFECTED. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 7.—A plan of reor- 
ganization of the Chester Valley Railroad Com- 
pauy, which was purchased at auction on Jan. 
17 in the name of Austin Corbin, President of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Compa- 
by, Was agreed upon this morning at a meeting 
ofthe representatives of the purchasers. The 
Chester Valley for some time has been operated 
under a traffic contract with the Reading, and 


this will be continued for the present. The 
Reading Compauy owns five-sixths of the road, 
and the rest is owned by outsiders. The plan of 
reorganization provides for the issue of bonds to 
the amount of $500,000, four-fifths of which 
will bear interest at the tate of 5 per cent. 
and the remaining one-fifth at 4 percent. Pre- 
ferred stock to the amount of $252,000 will be 
issued, the dividends on which are not to ex- 
ceed 5 per cent., and there will also be an issue 
of comimnon stock to the amount of $550,000. 
The common stockholders will get a dividend 
if it is earned. There is no provision for the 
interest either on the bonds or the preferred 
stock, and it was stated after the meeting 
that in the capitalization provision had been 
tmnade for developing and improving the prop- 
erty.

ONE LITTLE WAR ENDED. 

St. Louis, March 7.—One railroad war 
has been declared off. The Wabash, St. Louis 
and Pacific and the Chicago and Alton, which 
have been waging a bitter war for two months 
between here and Chicago, have settled their 
differences and agreed on a substantial advance 
in rates to go into effect next Monday. 

General Manager Chappel of the Chicago and 
Alton said several weeks ago that he proposed 
to fight to the bitter end and to stick to ruinous 


rates until he got profitable rates, and 
that his road had about $2,000,000 
which it was willing to squander to 
get permanent peace or break the back 
of the Wabash. How the war happens to be de- 
clared off and on what basis the settlement has 
been made cannot be learhed. The local officials 
of both roads are reticent and would say noth- 
ing, except that the war was off, and that both 
companies had come to the conclusion that it 
was foolish to lose money and cut their own 
throats. There was a conference of General 
Agent Knight of the Wabash and Assistant Gen- 
era! Freight Agent Wann of the Alton, and a 
temporary schedule was fixed up, to go Into ef- 
fect on Monday, betweentEast St. Louis and Chi- 
cago. The scbedule, which is only temporary, is 
a big advance on the cut rates. 


BEGINNING A TUNNEL. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., March 7.—The Onta- 
rio and Western Railroad Company has begun 
work of tunneling the divide between the waters 
of the Delaware and Susquehanna Rivers, near 
Franklin station, the object being to do away 
with the famous zigzag, or series of reverse 


curves, now required for overcoming the heavy 
grades of the eastern slope of the mountain. 
The plans and specifications of the work, which 
were prepared by the company’s engineers some 
two years ago, contemplate a tunnel of about 
1,500 feet in length, exclusive of the open ap- 
proaches, and with @ depth below the summit 
of the divide of about 150 feet, By means of 
the tunnel the maximum grade in orossing the 
mountain will be reduced from 104 to 75 feet, 
and the distance between Walton and Sidney 
will be shortened about two miles, and passen- 
ger tralu time lessened about 15 minutes. The 
cost of the tunnel is estimated at about $500,000.

The Republicans are beginning to dis- 
gover that there is such a thing as respon- 
sibility for an opposition party. The ma- 


‘jority of the Ways and Means Committee 


having tirmly held to their purpose to pre- 
pare and submit a bill to reduce the rev- 
enue and having refused to allow indefinite 
“hearings” of the attorneys of interested per- 
sons, the Republicans have had to abandon 
their policy of mere obstruction and face the 
necessity of forming a counter-proposition. 
But at this point differences among them- 
selves begin to make their -appearance, and 
very serious differences, too. Major McKInN- 
LEY of Ohio undertook to ‘feel the enemy” 
by a resolution in favor of a total abolition 
of the tobacco tax and a reduction of the 
‘whisky tax to 50 cents a gallon. Heran 
across 50 Republicans who would not vote 
for it. In the meantime Mr. BROWNE of 
Indiana has brought to the amazed atten- 
tion of his Republican colleagues a proposi- 
tion to put coal, lumber, and salt on the 
free list. These facts vindicate the wisdom 
of the tariff reformers in proposing and ad- 
‘hering to a definite policy. 








If the throwing open of the doors of the 
Senate, or preparing to do so, for the dis- 
cussion of treaties had been the direct 
work of the Republicans in the Senate it 
would have gone far to prove their good 
faith in the treatment of the fisheries treaty, 
but it still remains for them to demonstrate 
that. We should be glad to see Mr. FRYE, 
for instance, whois one of the most sincere 
‘of the Republican opponents of the treaty, 
‘now move to consider it in open session. 
He could the better afford to do so, for he is 
honestly convinced, we should say, of the 
merit of bis cause. Certainly there never 
was a treaty that more imperatively de- 
manded open discussion. It offers very 
great benefits tothe whole country in the 
settlement of a vexed dispute that has in it 
the elements of possible war. It is opposed 
only by the New-England fishermen. The 
obligation is, therefore, plain on the part of 
their Representatives to put forward the 
grounds of their opposition in such a man- 
ner that the whole country can understand 
them. We do not ourselves believe that 
the Republican Party would, after a thor- 
‘ough public debate, take the responsibility 
‘of defeating this eminently peaceful and 
honorable settlement. The responsibility 
will not be less if the work be done in 
secret.

It 
will be found, probably to the surprise of 
partisans on both sides, as the Presidential 
campaign approaches, that the friends of 
civil service reform will try as zealously to 
prevent the prostitution of the service to 
partisan ends under the present Administra- 
tion as they did when power was still in 
Republican hands.

We shall see by the re- 
sult of the injunction proceedings whether 
this way of evading theintent of the law 
will be sustained,

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The illness of the Emperor of Germany 
seems too serious, when considered in con- 
nection with his great age, to warrant hope 
for any otherthan a fatal termination of 
it. An event so long anticipated and 
prepared for as the death of the Em- 
peror would not of itself have the 
effect upon the money markets of Europe 
that has been produced by its imminence. 
If the Crown Prince were in good health 
there would be nothing in the-condition of 
Germany to disturb confidence. The dis- 
turbance that has occurred is due to the un- 
certainty of the purposes of the young 
man who will succeed to the throne after 
an interregnum that cannot but be brief. 
It is a mark of an imperfect political 
civilization that the character of a 
hereditary ruler should be so controlling a 
factor in national and internutional affairs 
that either a doubt about it or the worse 
certainty about it could affect the value of 
public securities. 





Russia is well supplied with candidates 
for the throne of Bulgaria, and every little 
while brings forward a new one. Her pres- 
ent choice for the place which poor Prince 
FERDINAND is so loth to quit is said to be 
Prince NICHOLAS, Duke of Leuchtenberg. 
At one time the Czar’s candidate was un- 
derstood to be the Prince of Oldenberg. At 
another it was Prince NIKITA of Montenegro, 
or, if that were impossible, then: PETER 
KARAGEORGEVICS. The nomination of the 
Prince of Mingrelia was a very pronounced 
and formal one, and was instantly disposed 
of. One of the more recent Russian candi- 
dates was said to be the Voivode MaRKA MIL- 
ANOFF of Kucsi, a prominent Montenegrin 
officer, who would also be out of the ques- 
tion. The one person that Russia does not 
want is whoever Bulgaria may name, be it 
Prince ALEXANDER of Battenberg, Prince 
WALDEMAR of Denmark, or Prince FERDI- 
NAND of Saxe-Cuoburg-Gotha. It should be 
said, however, that the Duke of LEUCHTEN- 
BERG has once before been suggested as the 
Russian candidate, as also was his brother, 
Prince GEORGE. The family is of the Greek 
religionand resides at St. Petersburg. Prince 
NICHOLAS is of the Czar’s staff, and alto- 
gether isa candidate who would suit Russia 
extremely well and Austria very little, if at 
all. 








MR. INGALLS’S KEYNOTE. 

It is reported in our Washington dis- 
patches that the Republicans in Congress 
feel disgust and alarm at the tirade of Sena- 
tor INGALLS on Tuesday. They regard his 
brutal attack upon the President as ill- 
judged and unjustified by even the most 
zealous partisan feeling, but they feel the 


most concern as to the _ influence 
upon decent minds of the cowardly 
aspersions cast upon the loyalty of 


Gen. Hancock, who, with Gen. McCLEL- 
LAN, was described by the Kansas Senator 
asan “ally of the Confederacy.” If the re- 
sponsible Republican leaders really con- 
demn these utterances of Mr. INGALLS they 
would do well to make an open expression 
of their condemnation, and one that can go 
on record and be conveniently sent abroad 
to those who have read the words con- 
demned. Mere disapproval expressed in 
private or even conveyed to newspaper cor- 
respondents will not be enough to prevent 
the harm that Mr. INGALLS’s’words are capa- 
ble of doing. Nor is it at all certain that 
disclaimers by individual Republicans, how- 
ever high in party esteem, will accomplish 
this purpose. Senator INGALLS isa. bad- 
tempered, foul-mouthed person, whose 
rhetoric is of the cheapest, but it is in man- 
ner rather than in spirit that his utterances 
differ from those of the greater number of 
Republican journals and a considerable 
number of Republican public men of whom 
Senator SHERMAN is a conspicuous instance. 
Mr. INGALLS had certain personal motives 
for animosity toward the President that 
may have had, and probably did have, a 
good deal to do with his attack of Tuesday. 
But the petty resentment of a disappointed 
office broker accounts only for the particu- 
lar venom he threw into his insulting re- 
marks. It had nothing todo with the po- 
litical purpose of the speech, and that was 
quite in harmony with a great deal that 
has been said and written by those rep- 
resenting the Republican Party within 
the last two or three years. It was in com- 
plete accord with the opposition to the con- 
firmation of Mr. LAMAR as Supreme Court 
Justice, with the general criticism of Presi- 
dent CLEVELAND’Ss letter on the occasion of 
the unveiling of the statue to CALHOUN, 
with the comment on the order relating 
‘to the return of captured flags, with that 
on the veto of the Dependent Pen- 
sion bill, and the vetoes of private 
pension bills. There has been for a 
long time a well-defined purpose among 
‘the Republicans to exploit such feel- 





ing of animosity toward-the-Sonth as: still 
survives, and, in the expressive slang of 
the day, to “work it for all it is worth.” 
As a natural branch of this scheme appears 
the appeal to the “soldier vote” by means 
of profuse and reckless ‘offers of pensions. 
This was the obvious and avowed purpose 
of INGALLS’s speech, to which the indecent 
ribaldry concerning the President and the 
contemptible assault upon the memory of 
Gen. HANCOCK was but an accessory—ill- 
judged certainly, but no more reprehensible 
than the main object of the speech. 

It can hardly be necessary to point out at 
this late day how grossly Mr. INGALLS mis- 
takes the temper of the American people, 
and particularly the character of the 
veterans of the Union Army. It is a curious ° 
notion he has of both when he supposes 
that the loyal men of the North can be won 
to the Republican Party by appeals to their 
resentment toward the people gallant- 
ly defeated and honorably reconciled 
in @& war now nearly a quarter of 
a@ century past, or that the snr- 
vivors of the armies victorious in that war 
can be rallied to the Republican standard 
by the offer of bribesin the shape of pen- 
sions. But curious and absurd as is this 
notion, it is not peculiar to the Kansas 
Senator. It is shared by a great many Re- 
publican newspapers and by a good many 
representatives of the Republican Party in 
public life. Whatis the party going to do 
about it? It-+vill do no good to scold over 
itin private. There must be some formal 
and authoritative repudiation of it, and of 
that there is not the slightest prospect. 





THE PACIFIC RAILROAD DEBTS. 

As the House Committee on Pacific Rail- 
roadshasunanimously agreed upon a bill for 
the extension and settlement of the subsidy 
debts of the Union Pacific Railroad and the 
Union Pacific Central Branch, comprising 
the present Union Pacific system, there is a 
fair prospect that, so far as those lines are 
concerned, the long controversy over the 
payment of the obligations to the Govern- 
ment may soon be ended, forit is probable 
that the company would accept the pro- 
posed plan. The committee, in report- 
ing the bill, goes over the familiar argu- 
ments showing that there is no chance of 
the payment of the debt at maturity under 
the present law; that the Government 
would be a loser by forcing a foreclosure 
under its lien, and that for the recovery of 
the money some plan of refunding is a prac- 
tical necessity. 

The plan of the new bill is a modification 
of that of the Outhwaite bill of last year 
and that of the Pacific Railroad Commis- 
sion, combining some of the features of the 
two. It proposes first to ascertain the full 
amount of the indebtedness as of July 1, 
1888, whichis about nine years before its 
maturity. To ascertain this amount the 
sum payable by the Government, principal 
and interest,’to the time of the maturity of 
the bonds is to be computed, and payments 
by the companies to July 1, 1888, deduct- 
ed. The present worth of the balance as of 
July lis to be determined on the basis of 
3 per cent. simple interest as the value of 
money to the Government, and the amount 
in the existing sinking fund applied as a 
credit. The whole amount thus ascer- 
tained to be due as of July 1 is to be re- 
funded in bonds of the company having 
fifty years to run and bearing interest at 
3 percent., payable semi-annually. In ad- 
dition to the payment of interest every 
six months on the full amount of the debt, 
the company is to pay toward the redemp- 
tion of the principal one-tenth of 1 per 
cent. during the first five years, one-half of 
1 per cent..during the second five years, - 
seven-tenths of 1 per cent. during the next 
ten years, 1 per cent. during the next 
twenty years, and 2 per cent. during the 
last ten years. These payments are so ar- 
ranged as to be equivalent to a sinking fund 
for the liquidation of the principal at ma- 
turity, but they are to be in fact absolute 
payments, so that the full amount paid 
would advance from $847,200 semi-an- 
nually at the start to $1,376,700 during the 
last ten-year period. The aggregate pay- 
ments would be $52,950,000 on account of 
principal and $50,057,680 on account of 
interest. : 

The committee calculates that the actual 
average extension of time for the whole 
debt under this plan cannot fairly be re- 
garded as more than twenty years. Pay- 
ments would begin nine years before the 
maturity of the debt, and during that pe- 
riod $20,381,583 would be paid. In speak- 
ing of extension, therefore, a similar period 
should be deducted after the debt is due, 
leaving thirty-two years of the fifty for 
which the bonds are torun. Taking into 
account the increasing partial payments 
and the reduction of the unpaid debt every 
six mouths, the committee reaches its con- 
cusion that the ‘‘ average extension of the 
debt as a whole does not exceed twenty 
years.” 

The present Government lien attaches 
only to the aided portions of the roads, and 
it has been judicially decided that it can- 
not be extended without the consent of the 
company. Under this measure, if it should 
be accepted by the company, the Govern- 
ment would be secured by a mortgage upon 
all the property of ‘the corporation, in- 
cluding its branch lines. This, of course, 
would be subsequent as a lien to that of 
the first mortgage bondholders, as the pres- 
ent Government security is, but it would 
have a much broader basis than the present 
lien and would afford all the security the 
company has to give. In case of default on 
the new bonds the debt, principal and in- 
terest, would become presently due at the 
option of the Government; and in case of 
default under the prior liens’ the 
Government would be at liberty to 
make payments and require repayment 
by the company with interest and 
expenses, but permission may be given to 
the company to extend its first mortgage 
bonds not more than fifty years at 4 per 
cent. In short, every provision is made to 
strengthen the existing security. No divi- 
dends can be paid except from earnings of 

the preceding year after all other charges 
have been met,.and can exceed 4 per cent. 
only on condition-¢#et-an amount equal to 
the excess is also pai to the Government 
toward the liquidation of the bonds, The 
company may pay off’ the debt at fall value 
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at any time, and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may sell all the bonds, but not less than 
all, at the face value without recourse to 
the Government for payment. . 

There are other-provisions in the bill, in- 
cluding that suggested by the commission, 
authorizing the Government to bring suits 
in the name of the company for-past viola- 
tions of law or wrongdoing, and the alter- 
native, in case the refunding plan should 
not be accepted, of a payment of 75 per 
cent. of net receipts into the Public Treas- 
ury. If the bill should pass and be ac- 
cepted, the company would be freed from 
the requirements and restrictions of which 
it has complained as hampering the devel- 
opment of itsrailroad system and putting 
it at a disadvantage in competition with its 
rivals. We see no reason why the people of 
the country should not be satisfied with 
this disposition of the subject, as the Union 
Pacific gives fair promise of fulfilling its 
obligations if they arethus made easier to 
meet. 

With the Central Pacific the case is very 


‘different, and for that the committee will 


present a separate bill. Mr. C. P. Hunt- 
INGTON has favored it with a draft which 
is grotesque in the coolness of what it pro- 
poses. It provides that the Court of Claims 
shall ascertain the amount justly due from 
the Central Pacific and Western Pacific 
Companies, after deductions made on ac- 
count of nine different ‘‘equities.” They 
wish to have deducted: Losses on ac- 
count of the discount at which the 
bonds were sold; what the Government 
saved in transportation from the com- 
pletion of the roads in 1869 to the time 
at which they were required to be com- 
pleted in 1876; losses by construction of 
competing lines authorized by Congress or 
aided by land grants; losses from diversion 
of Government business to other lines; 
losses from delay in delivering land patents 
or making Government payments; losses of 
interest on sinking fund; losses from fail- 
ure of the Government to pay ‘“‘fair and 
reasonable rates” for service; amounts due 
for transportation over unaided lines and 
withheld, and amounts to be credited for re- 
transfer of unsold lands. Perhaps the Court 
of Claims could be safely left to deal with 
these preposterous “equities,” but it would 
be absurd for Congress to recognize them at 
all, and unfair to the other companies 
which have made no corresponding de- 
mands. 





THE SUBWAY LAWS CONSTITU- 
TIONAL. 


The Conrt of Appeals in its recent decis- 
ion in the case of the Electric Lines Com- 
pany against the Department of Public 
Works of this city not only declined to 
order the mandamus prayed for by the Elec- 
tric Lines Company to force the department 
to grant ita permit to construct subways, 
and affirmed the constitutionality of the 
law creating the Board of Electrical 
Control, “but settled a long-disputed 
point of law in regard to the sal- 
aries and expenses of the Subway 
Commissioners. The Controller has held 
since the organization of the board that he 
had noright to pay the expenses of the 
commission until he had collected them 
from the electric companies uvon which the 
law places the burden of paying for the ex- 
ecutive work of putting the wires of this 
city under ground, and under this construc- 
tion of the statute the board has been 
obliged to labor under great disadvantages. 
Even the office rent of the commission and 
the salaries of necessary employés are now 
more than a yearoverdue, and the Controller 
is waiting for the companies to pay their 
assessments before furnishing the money to 
meet the demands of the board’s creditors. 
The Court of Appeals brushes away this ob- 
stacle by this clause in its decision against 
the Electric Lines Company: ‘‘The Con- 
troller of the State is required to pay their 
expenses [those of the board] in the first in- 
stance, and no question now arises over the 
liability of the companies until they are 
called upon by the Controller to refund to 
him the amount of such expenses.” 

This question of the method of paying 
the expenses of the board was brought be- 
fore the court by the claim of the Electric 
Lines Company that the subway law is un- 
constitutional because it imposes a tax 
upon the electrical companies of this city. 
The court holds that this claim cannot be 
sustained and that no rational interpreta- 
tion of constitutional law can prohibit 
the Legislature from imposing on the 


,companies the payment of all expenses 


incurred in the construction of works re- 
quired to carry on their own business. 
“This question has received a practical 
construction in the legislation of the State 
by its laws imposing upon banking and in- 
surance corporations the expenses incurred 
by the Government in the management and 
regulation of such institutions and their 
business operations. It has never been sup- 
posed that these laws imposed a tax within 
the meaning of the Constitution.” 

The other grounds of attack on the con- 
stitutionality of the subway law were that 
itis a local bill and embraces more than 
one subject not embraced in its title; that 
it violates the constitutional provision that 
no act shall be passed providing that any 
law or part thereof shall be madeor deemed 
a part of it, except by inserting it in such 
act, and thatit impaired the obligation of a, 
contract held by the complaining company 
with the city. On all these points the 


decision of the Court of Appeals is ad-— 


verse to the Electric Lines Company, and 
affirms the constitutionality of the law pro- 
‘viding for the burial of the wires in this 
city. The scheme of the law, the court 
says, was not to destroy the contract rights 
of electrical companies, but to regulate and 
control their exercise. The statutes which 
a great public evil made necessary did not 
purport to deny any privileges already 
granted to the electrical companies, but 
they did require that they should be exer- 
cised with due regard to the claims of 
others, and in such a way that they should 
cease to constitute a public nuisance. Reg- 
ulations of the character prescribed in the 
Subway acts, the court says, are strictly 
police regulations, and such as no char- 
tered rights can nullify or override. 
The entire bench concurs in the decision, 
and the question of the constitutionality of 
the subway law. so far as any questions 
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thus far raised are concerned, is thus defi- 
nitely settled by the highest judicial author. . 
ity of the State. 








THE HOMAGE ,TO PAEZ. 

Venezuelans will no doubt seek to dis- 
cover in the national and municipal honors 
about to be paid in this country to the 
memory of José ANTONIO PAEz indications 
of sympathy with them in their present con- 
troversy with England. Very likely the 
good-will of many of our citizens would go 
on general principles with a weak nation 
against a stronger, especially when that 
weak country is a republic on this side of 
the ocean contending for its own domains 
with a monarchy on the other. The call 
which has just been made in Congress for 
the diplomatic correspondence relating to 


‘this controversy is undoubtedly made in 


Venezuelan interests, so far as it goes. 
Still the evidences of respect which have 
been arranged to accompany the transfer of 
the remains of PaxEz to his native 
country really have nothing, whatever 
to do with the Guiana boundary 
dispute or any other. Even when the 
famous Venezuelan came to this country, an 
exile, nearly forty years ago, he was re- 
ceived with many indications of public at- 
tention. In this city a large part of his 
later years was passed; here he died; and, 
now that his compatriots have called for 
the return of his body to Caracas, there to 
be placed in the national Pantheon, where 
many of the leading men of the republic 
have found a resting place, it is natural 
that public impressiveness should be lent 
to the ceremonies of transfer. The proffer 
of a naval vessel to convey the body to 
La Guayra, and the proposition that it 
should’ previously lie in state in the City 
Hall, would undoubtedly have been made 
even without the existence of the quarrel 
over the seizure of the Yuruari district 
which has aroused so much interest. 

* The career of PAEz from beginning to end 
was tempestuous and extraordinary. In 
the revolt of the South American colonies 
against Spain he was among the first to 
take up arms, waging a somewhat irregular 
warfare} as early as 1810 at the head of a 
band of herdsmen. A few years later he 
gained two successes over the troops of 
Lopez, and was raised to the command of a 
brigade, and then substantially redeemed a 
part of his native province of Barinas and 
adjoining districts in Venezuela and New 
Grenada. In 1817, when in his twenty- 
seventh year, he won a victory at-La Torre, 
and thereafter acted in co-operation with 
Borttvar. Twoyears afterward, as 4 Major- 
General, he several times defeated MORILLO, 
and in 1821 gained his victory of Carabobo. 
Peace yielded him hardly more rest than 
war. The history of Venezuela was 


-one of frequent revolution and anarchy for 


two score years after its independence was 
achieved. Gen. PAEZ took a full share in 
these political troubles, suppressing rebell- 
ions when his own party was in power and 
leading them. when in opposition. He suc- 
cessfully headed one revolt in 1826, Bott- 
VAR at that time recognizing him as com- 
manderin Venezuela. When the three States 
comprising the first Republic of Colom- 
bia separated PAEZ was chosen President of 
Venezuela, andin that capacity suppressed 
two revolts under MoNaGas. He was again 
elected President, but when MoNaGas suc- 


‘ceeded him it became the turn of PAEz 


to lead a rebellion that resulted 
in his capture, imprisonment, and 
exile, and this brought him in 1850 


to New-York. Eventually recalled to 
Venezuela, he reappeared here in 1860 as 
Minister, but soon returned to plunge into 
the turmoil. The year 1864 once more saw 
him in this city, where, after other absences 
and returns, he died in 1873, having nearly 
completed his eighty-third year. 

His was a career full of adventure, with 
more variations of fortune than most men 
experience. Other countries beside his own 
honored him with decorations and marks of 
distinction. As he found in the United 
States an appreciative home during his 
later years, 80 it is fitting that the present 
transfer of his remains to his native land 
should be attended with some public for- 
malities and marks of respect. 


A BRAVE GIRL. 

In January last, when the blizzard swept 
over Dakota, Annie Knieriem, a girl of 15, was 
at the schoolhouse with her classmates. To 
save their lives, the girls sought refuge in a 
strawstack. Carrying off in her arms a little 
child, Annie passed that terrible night with her 
charge hugged close to her bosom. With a tem- 
perature many degrees below zero, Annie knew 
that to keep the little one alive, she must chafe 


and warm it,and doing this the long, dreary 
hours passed. More than that, in order to 
cheer her comrades, she sang songs for 
them, told them _ stories, forgetful that 
her own blood was congealing in her be- 
numbed limbs. The little child Annie had 
thus tenderly cared for, was taken from the 
strawstack next morning well and hearty, but 
Annie’s legs and feet were frozen stiff. Annie 
had saved the child from death. On the 12th of 
last month the amputation of one leg anda 
eee of the other foot became necessary. 
he courage of the girland her cheerfulness under 
these painful operations are testified to by Dr. 
Mathias, and he believes she will recover. 
Annie wishes to be educated as a teacher and 
must have artificial limbs, which she is 
too poor to buy. The blizzard having 
wrecked the fortunes of those who lived near 
Washington Springs, Dakota Territory, there 
is but little means there. Any money sent to 
Gen. C. T. Christenson of Messrs. Drexel, 
Morgan & Co., New-York, will be duly ac- 
knowledged and apphed to the relief of Annie

SETTLED OUT OF COURT. 

W.S. Johnston, Receiver of the Marine 
National Bank, has withdrawn his suits against 
the Erie Railroad, the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, and the Chicago and Atlantic Ra:lroad. 
Over $600.000 was involved. One suit in which 
the Erie Road was co-defendant with the Equi- 
table Company was to restrain those companies 


from recovering 400 shares of Union Dry Dock 
of Buffalo stock which Grant & Ward had 
hypothecated for $22,000 of first mortgage 
Wheeling and Lake Erie, and $70,000 second 
mortgage New-York, Chicago and St. Louis Rail- 
road stock for $200,000. 

A case against the Erie and the Chicago and 
Atlantic allroad was for the recovery of 
$405,000 in notes negotiated through Grant & 
Ward by the bank and indorsed by the Erie 
Road. The notes were for $20,000 each, and 
Were among the assets at. the time the bank 
failed. A suit against the Erie Road alone. was 
for the payment of two ten-thousand-dollar 
notes ma rhe | the railroad and held by the bank 
when it failed. 

The cases have been on the calendar of the 
United States Circuit Court for almost four 
years, but postponements from time to time 
have kept them untried. Yesterday the an- 
nouncement of their settlement out. of court 
therefore caused little astonishment. The basis 
of settlement is protected as a secret for a tine 
by the lawyers, though it is intimated that all 
sides agree that the result is satisfactory both 
to the bank and the big corporation dofendants.

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TO LEAVE LHE KNIGHTS. 
PoTTSVILLE, Penn., March 7.—A special 
meoting of Assembly No. 9,852, Knights of 


Labor, of Mahanoy Plane, was held this after- 
noon for the purpose of considering the ex- 
pediency of withdrawing as a body from the 
Knights of Labor organization and surrender- 
ing their charter of the assembly. The 4s- 
sembly numbers 190 members, nearly all of 
whom were present.

A SERMON ON BACH. 

The cantor at the Thomas Schule jis dead 
and the school needs a new one. So decided the 
wise and puissant Town Council of Leipsio when 
Johann Sebastian Bach lay dead of apoplexy in 
1750. The forgotten widow subsisted on the 
dregs of bitterest poverty for ten years, and 
then betook herself to the grave, where one hag 
no need of food. A subscription, in which the 
town had no hand, brought tardy relief to the 
youngest daughter. But Leipsic tore up St. 
John’s Churchyard, wherein the mortal habita- 
tion of the mighty spirit had been placed, and 
scattered the bones of him to the four winds of 
heaven; so that no man knows their resting 
place to this day. His works were neglected 
and some of them lost, and it wag 
not till Mozart came that the somnolent 


burghers of Leipsic began to awake to a 
consciousness of the fact that they had enter- 
tained an angel unawares. It was reserved for 
Mendelasohn to resurrect the great St. Matthew 
Passion and perform it at aGewandhaus con- 
cert 100 years after it had been written. To-day 
musicians know the power of this wonderful 
genius that got so little glory during its stay on 
earth. To-day the students and professors of 
the divine art bow their heads when Bach’s 
name is spoken, and play him religiously year iu 
and year out, whether the light and tickle pablic 
likes him or not, trusting that in time the 
firs of his genius will burn through the 
entire world as it has already illumined all 
that is made of spirit and not solely of 
Matter. No doubt many who can hear with 
pleasure the symphonies of Beethoven and 
the music dramas of Wagner wonder why mu- 
sicians insist upon giving them constitutional 
doses of Sebastian Bach, accompanied with per- 
sistent reiteration of the assertion that this is 
good for them. Could these people but carry 
their minds back into Bach’s time and perceive 
with what unerring wisdom he discarded all 
that was weak and meretricious in musical 
style and increased the value of all that was 
worthy, adding to the noble outpourings of his 
own creative soul, they would cease to wonder 
at the frequency of Bach’s music in the pro- 
sTammes of to-day. They would rather wonder 
why so littie is done in this great musical 
centre of the West to systematically publish 
the beauties of this man’s works and to enlarge 
and deepen the general respect and affection for 
his memory. As a characterin the history of 
music Bach is large and imposing in his sim- 
plicity of mind, his modesty of manner, his con- 
scientiousness of effort, his sympathy with the 
religious and emotional nature of the German 
people, and his wise use of all that was lofty 
in musical tradition. As a musician his 
science was built upon the sternest laws 
of irrefragable logis, yet he molded form io 
a perfect expression of his ideas, and invent- 
ed a recitation which for religious purposes 
has never been excelled, but remains the 
model and the despair of all composers. By the 
superficial he is looked upon as the father of 
devilish counterpoint, designed only to confuse 
the brain. But though in contrapuntal science 
he is unsurpassed, his merit lies rather in the 
sublime results which he has achieved than in 
the means by which he has achieved them. His 
“consistency, fertility, and feeling for organic 
completeness,” as one has well said, are “truly 
inimitable.” The formal materials of his art are 
so governed and regulated by the singleness of 
purpose which rules his work that elements, in- 
expressive alone, are molded into a whole 
that is charged with immeasurable depth of 
feeling. This subservience of severe form tothe 
leading idea and masterly molding of every item 
of material to the purpose of the man are what, 
above all else, stamp his writings as supremely 
perfect art forms, worthy of the constant and 
anxious study of all who aspire either to the 
production or the comprehension of a high 
order of music. Even as this genius in his 
system of fingering laid the foundation 
for the piano virtuosity of today, so 
he paved the way for the church composers 
of all time. Let musicians continue to administer 
Bach as atonic for the system of the musical 
public. Heis needed more than ever in these 
days when composers betray a tendency to lose 
their hola on form and to drift out into the 
void of musical chaos. It is good for us te 
study the noble effects which the cantor of 
Leipsic produced with his masterful employ- 
ment of old formulas, which are too necessary 
to the well-being of music to be neglected 
or abused. The word ‘‘abused”’ is not 
employed here with special reference ta 
yesterday’s rehearsal of the Oratorio Society, 
when the 5t. Matthew ‘Passion’ was per- 
formed at the Metropolitan Opera House in the 
presence of a large and somnolescent audience. 
Such presentations as that of yesterday, how- 
ever, will not spread the gospel of Bach among 
the people. It was without spirit aud pitifully 
cold. Twoorthree of the chorals, in which 
piano effects predominate, were carefully sung 
with attention to dynamic gradation and agree- 
able results, but those choruses requiring force 
and color were weuk and misty. The chorus 
“Ye lightnings, ye thunders” was especially de- 
ficient in vigor and aggressiveness. The work 
of the orchestra, too, was so slovenly through- 
out the afternoon that it was beyond toleration. 
But we are becoming hardened to this sort 


of thing in the Symphony Society's or- 
chestra, which is eo lamentably lax in 
its disciptine that heroic measures will 


have to be taken to keep the organization from 
falling to pieces. It might not be a bad move 
for the young conductor to begin by weeding out 
those musicians who spend more than half their 
time in laughing and talking during a perform- 
ance. They are but few, and in the classic words 
of Mr. Gilbert “they never woulu be missed.” 
As for the soloists of yesterday’s rehersal they 
were much better than the chorus or the orches- 
tra, though not perfect. In spite of his difficulty 
in pronouncing the English words Herr Fischer 
was easily the bestof the solosingers. He wasin 
goodjvoice and he sang with care,jintelligence,and 
feeling. Herr Heinrich also did fairly good 
work, though he had a hardertime than Herr 
Fischer with his English. Mr. William Denni- 
son, the tenor of the occasion, sang with a pleas- 
ant quality of voice and with accurate intona- 
tion, but with no more expression than a hand 
organ. Miss Ella Earle was the soprano. and 
her work was extremely irregular, being at 
times more than tolerable and again too bad for 
description. Nor was Miss Emily Winant, the 
contralto, altogether at her ease. However, it 
was a rebearsal, and the’mantle of charity must. 
be dropped over it. Perhaps to-night at the 
concert things will go better. For the sake of 
Bach it is to hoped that they will. 


THALIA THEATRE. 

Miss Gertrude Giers appeared as Deborah, 
in Mosenthal’s play of that name, at the Thalia 
Theatre last evening, and met with much favor 
from the audience. Thecharacterin which sheap- 
pearedis quite well known on the English stage, 
being the tearful and revengeful one of Leah, 
*“*the forsaken.”’ Miss Giers’s presentation is an 


uneven one, but is forceful and effective in the 
most dramatic of the scenes, She was & 
little too aggressive in the scene in the 
tirst act where Deborah faces the villagers. In 
the second act, however, where the Jewish maid, 
spurned by her lover, falls fainting at the gate, 
and in the following act, where she curses him, 
the actress was dignified and quite natural. In 
the iast act, where Deborah’s heart is softened 
and she leaves a blessing instead of an impreca- 
tion she was at her best, snowing a tenderness 
and feeling that were extremely touching. 
Loud applause and numerous recalls greeted her 
efforts. Her support was quite good and in- 
cluded such able artists as Messrs. Hillmann, 
Lederer, Walter, and Rank, and’Elizabeth Hage 
dorn, Fanny Heller, and Anna Jordan.

Bpharges of their clients against the millionaires 
be submitted to the March Grand Jury. Mr. 
Andrews handed to Col. Fellows a supple- 
mentary brief in the case, which was subse- 
quently given to the Recorder. Col. Fellows 
and the Recorder talked the case over. and the 
latter said that be would give his decision after 
ithe case of Longobardi was disposed of. 

Col. Fellows in addressing the court reviewed 
the history of the ease from the time of the first 
scomplaints to the presentation of the case to the 
‘February Grand Jury and the decision of the 
latter body that action was barred by the 
Statute of Limitations, about which it had 
“asked him for enlightenment. ‘Since then,” 
‘the Colonel continued, ‘“‘there has been some 
@ublic criticism of the action of the Grand Jury. 
A letter was sent to me, as District Attorney, 
from the attorneys of the plaintiffs in the case 


requesting me to move your Honor to order that 
the case be agnin submitted toe the Grand Jury.” 

The Recorder—Is that your motion ? 

Col. Fellows—I was about to call your atten- 
tion to the statute which says that the case, 
having been dismissed by one Grand Jury, is 
not therefore barred from presentation to 
another Grand Jury, if the court shall decide 
to send itthere. There is not one word said in 
tbe section or statute anywhere as to whether 
there is any imposition of duty upon a public 
otticial; whether the District Attorney may 
present this matter, or whether it may be 
done by the counsel for the defendant, or 
Whether any person may come into court 
to make tuat suggestion, It is left to thediscre- 
tion of the court. The District Attorney has 
only the power to have a full and complete ex- 
amination of this case made. [f it has been 
Inade the District Attorney has nothing further 
to say; his duty is discharged. [f it has not 
been made the District Attorney has nothing to 
Bay except to express his willingness to have 
an investigation made—anywhere ‘it is compe-- 
tent to make 1t—as freely and as often as may 
be consistent with public propriety and the due 
administration of justice. 

The Recorder—Do you now move? 

Mr. Fellows—I make no motion; [ submit the 
matter to you. 

The Recorder—Why should you do that? 

Mr. Fellows—Simply for the reasons I have 
Stated, and that I have been requested so to do 
by this letter, [holding up a ietter toward the 
Bench. } 

Tie Kecorder—I don’t recognize letters. I rec- 
Oznize you as the public prosecutor ofj this 
county, and if you get up in your place to make 
B motion, then I will make some disposition 
of it. 

Mr. Fellows (after much hesitation)—Then I 
move, your Honor, that this case, upon the state 
of facts presented, may by order of this court be 
— a@tmatter for presentation to the Grand 

ury. 

The Recorder—Now I understand the motion. 
I understand you to say that you advised the 
Grand Jury as to what their duty was in respect 
to the questions involved. 

Mr. Fellows—I advised them as to what the 
law was.as I understood it. 

The Recorder—Then [I understand you to say 
that all the facts which were within the reach 
of the public prosecutor were in the possession 
ot the Grand Jury to enable them to tind out 
what the facts were when this alleged crime 
Was perpetrated ¢ 

Mr. Fellows—Upon that there is no misunder- 
standing anywhere.. The Grand Jury even 
went to the extent of calling before them one of 
the counsel for the complainants in the case, 
Who wus Sworn as a wituess, and was asked by 
the foremun if he could suggest any other wit- 
ness or any other evidence. 

The Recorder—Then, I understand, all the 
facts were before the Grand Jury to enable them 
tv determine the question asto when the alleged 
offense was perpetrated ? 

Mr. Fellows—Yes. 

The Recorder—Have you any new facts? 

Mr. Fellows—No, Sir; none whatever. 

Thé Recorder—Then I understand you as 
stating that if the jury found the facts—which 
you are bound to assume they didin the ab- 
sence of any proof to the contrary—that there 
Was a proper application of the law as you un- 
derstand tnese facts ? 

Mr. Fellows—Certainly. If the Grand Jury 
found, as a matter of fact, that the alleged crime 
was committed five years prior to the beginning 
of this prosecution, then the Grand Jury were 
barred from finding any indictment. 

_ Recorder—Did not the Grand Jury so 
tind? 

Mr. Fellows—That is,for your Honor to deter- 
roine, 

The Recorder—No, it is not for me to deter- 
mine. 

Mr. Felows—The Grand Jury made a present- 
mentin court, and itis not for me to put a con- 
struction on it. 

The Recorder—It 1s not my province to give a 
construction on that which is not before me. 

Mr. Fellows—You will concede that it is not 
Within my province to say what the Grand 
Jury meant. I can tell you what they 
said. The Grand Jury said that, having been 
advised by the District Attorney and having 
been advised by the court on the questions of 
law, they did not feel warranted in finding an 
indictment upon the facts before them. 

The Recorder—You have no additional facts ? 

Mr. Fellows—I have none. [am requested to 
ask your Honor to examine these briefs. [Hand- 
ing up a bundle of papers. } 

The Recorder—Do I understand you as claim- 
ing here that Judge Cowing did not give the 
proper legal direction to the Grand Jury ? 

Mr. Fellows—I do not so claim. 

The Recorder—Do I understand you to claim 
his ruling was right ? 

Mr. Feliows—In my conception of the law I see 
but one answer to muke. The time when this 
erime Was committed is a question of fact for 
the Granua Jury that, within the rulings of the 
law, is easy to find. 

The Recorder—Let me ask you another ques- 
tion. Ido not propose to dispose of this matter 
now, but I want to get allthe light Ican on it. 
What right have I, a Judge, having merely co- 
ordinate jurisdiction with Judge Cowing, to sit 
here and review his action in the absence of any 
new tacts? 

Mr. Fellows—The only right your Honor has 
is that bestowed by the section of the code 
which is before you. It says that an indictment 
having been dismissed by one Grand Jury. may 
thereafter be presented to another Grand Jury 
lf the court shall so decide. 

The Recorder—It is more than that. Does it 
not state that the court must decide that there 
is some good reason for submitting the matter 
to a new Grand Jruy ¢ 

Mr, Fellows—Yes. 

The Recorder—The-statute does not mean, nor 
can it be admitted to be supposed to mean, that 
the matter can be submitted to another Grand 
Jury without some good reason. 

Mr. Fellows—It is claimed by the counsel for 
tke complainants that, in their brief, you will 
ind their views upon the questions which they 
suggest the Grand Jury shall be advised upon. 
If those are not reasons they are the statements 
of law, in so far as they go, to the insufficiency 
of the instructions to the Grand Jury as to 
what withholding meant within the meaning of 
the statute or section 541. 

The Recorder—Well, the Judge undertook to 
fetermine, did he not, in his instructions ? 

Mr. Fellows—Let me read again just what oc- 
purred. [Reading from a newspaper clipping. } 

Tne Recorder—He did instruct them ? 

Mr. Fellows—It is claimed that that instruc- 
tion was insufficient and misleading. 

The Recorder—Was insufficient and mislead- 
Ing? You wantme to pass upon that question 
ps an appellate Judge, a power I have not got. 
I wil! take the papers, Mr. District Attorney, 
and look at them, vut I will not make any dispo- 
nition of the matter until I have got through 
with the case now on trial, because it is a capital 
case, and one of more importance than the one 
we are considering. 


Among the interested spectators were Gen. 
Sickles and George Griswold Haven, Foreman of 
the February Grand Jury, which dismissed the 
complaint against Gould and Sage. 

The brief presented in support of the motion 
of District Attorney Fellows by De Lancey 
Nicoll, Edward L. Andrews, and William H. 
De Lancey, counsel for the prosecuting wit- 
nesses, maintained in substance that the order 
should be granted as a matter of course and 
to prevent a failure of justice. The prosecu- 
tion having been instituted by the District 
Attorney in the public interest his judgment 
that that interest would be best subserved by 
the granting of this application should 
Butitle the people to the order. The real 
question involved in the prosecution con- 
cerned the true meaning of section 541 
of the Penal Code, which provides that a trustee 
who secretes, withholds,.or otherwise appropri- 
ates trust property, or its proceeds, shall be 
guilty of larceny. The defense have maintained 
that “withholding” means nothing else than 
“secreting,” and that ‘seoreting,” maintained 
for five years, bars prosecution for “;withhold- 
ing.’ On the other hand, District Attorneys 
Martine and Fellows have held that the Legis- 
lature specially provided against successful *‘ se- 
creting” for five years, by constituting the fur- 
ther substantive and independent criminal act 
of *“‘withnolding” trust assets. There was no 
question in the law of limitation involved in the 
proceeding. 

If the District Attorney is correct, they say, 
‘and the Trustee can be deemed to “ withhold 
only from the time that the cestui is aware that 
he holds something back from the trust, then 
‘the Statute of Limitations can begin to runonly 
from that time. Ifthe defense is correct that 
the withholding is to be dated back to the period 
of the secret appropriation, and that the cog- 
nizance of that appropriation is not a constit- 
uent of the crime of “ withbotding.” then the 
‘period of limitation begins to run in favor of the 
delinquent Trustee from his first secret act, 
and the careful language of the codifiers is 

thoroughly nullified. This shows that the 


whole cause turns Upon a question of statutory. 
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construction, which being determined, the law 

‘of limitation isso plain thatit applies itself. 
The-question of statutory construction, they

PLAYING WITH MATCHES. 


A CHILD CAUSES A SERIOUS FIRE IN 
EIGHTH-AVENUE. 

There was a fire yesterday afternoon in 
the apartments of Daniel Doyle, on the top 
floor of the tenement house 334 Eighth-avenue, 
caused by Florence, the 4-year-old daughter of 
Daniel, playing with matches. The child and 
her uncle, James Graham, 19 years old, were the 
only ones in the apartments at the time. Gra- 
ham was asleep in a bedroom, and was awakened 
by hearing the-child scream. When he sprang 
up he found the bedclothes and his own clothes 
on tire, while the child was running about the 
room screaming, with her clothing in a blaze. 


Graham wrapped an overcoat about the chud 
and endeavored to smother the flames. 

Doyle and his wife entered at this juncture 
and tore off the burning clothes from their child 
and also putout the fire that was consuming 
her uncle’s attire. Both Graham and the child 
were terribly burned about the head and face. 
They were removed to the apartments of a 
neighbor. 

Meanwhile the fire inthe bedroom had gained 
rapid headway, and when the firemen arrived in 
response to a tardy alarm, the flames had spread 
to the other rooms, but were speedily extin- 
guished after a great dealof water had been 
thrown into the apartment and had soaked 
through all the floors to the basement. 

Doyle’s loss by the fire is about $1,000. The 
losses of the other tenants in the house will 
amount to probably $1,000 more. The damage 
to stock of carpets and rugsof J. C. Bailey & 
Co., who have a store on the ground floor, is 
estimated at $5,000. The building can be re- 
paired for $1,000. 

Doyle reported to the police that during the 
fire his apartments were robbed in some mys- 
terious manner. He said that after the firemen 
had arrived he was told by the members of the 
Insurance Patrol that he was free to look after 
his family and they would take charge of the 
apartments. When he returned after the firehad 
been extinguished he said thatatin box which was 
in one ot the bureau drawers had been rifled of 
a diamond ring, a pairof diamond earrings, a 
gola watch and chain, and several other arti- 
cies of jewelry. Wearing apparel had also been 
carried off, the total value of the property 
stolen being estimated at $1,500.

TT MAY NEVER BE REBUILT 


1HE UNION-SQU4ARE THEATRE 
VIRTUALLY:-DESTROYED. 

ITS RECONSTRUCTION IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH THE AMENDED BUILDING LAWS 
SAID TO BE IMPOSSIBLE. 


In pursuance with the order issued by - 
Mayor Hewitt tothe Fire Department to make 
an examination into the state of the walls of the 
recently-burned Union-Square Theatre, Super- 
Antendent D*Oench of the Building Bureau yes- 
terday tiled his reportof the condition of the 
same with the Boardof Fire Commissioners, ., 
after having made a personal inspection. His’ 
report, which the board confirmed, was as fol- 
lows: 


“The walls inclosing the auditorium are about 60 
feet high, and above the foundation show a thick- 
ness of 20, 16, and 12 inches. They are built of 
brick, laid in lime. mortar. The foundation walls 
are of atone and brick, and, where it was possible 
to measure them, revealed a thickness of 24 inches. 
These walls seem originally to have been built for 
some other purpose than the use of a theatre, being 
full of flues, recesses, and window openings, the 
majority of which window openings, however, are 
bricked up. There is nothing homogeneous about 
the walls, and they are not good now, never 
were, ana should not have been used as the 
main walls of atheatre. They are of insufficient 
thickness and devoid of all buttresses. They 
should never have done the duty they so long per- 
formed, and should not now be used again, in whole 
or in part, even if strengthened by lining and but- 
tressing. 

“Tbe proscenium wall is likewise buta very flimsy 
construction, being from 4 to 12 inches thick, above 
the stage level, the 4-inch thick wall being merely a 
fireproof filling-in of the wooden truss over the pro- 
scenium opening. 

“The balcony and gallery have been so much in- 
jured as to require rebuilding. Nothing remains of 
the auditorium roof. The only partoft the on 
escaping complete destruction is the stage, anc 
this is the smaller portion of the structure. It 
seems to me that the building has been virtually 
destroyed and that, if the theatre is to be rebuilt, it 
should be reconstructed in conformity with the pro- 
visions of section 500 of the building laws.”’ 

Section 500 of the building laws is very strict 
in its requirements, and, owing to the nature of 


the property surrounding the theatre, may bo 
said to absolutely prohibit its rebuilding. It 
provides that ‘every theatre or opera house or 
other building intended to be used for theatrical 
or operatic purposes, or for public entertain- 
ments of any kind, where stage scenery and ap- 
paratus are employed, hereafter erected, or 
which may be altered to be used for such 
purposes, in the city of New-York, shall be built 
or altered to comply with the following regula- 
tions relating to its structure, and no buildings 
hereafter erected or which may be _ here- 
after altered to be used for the afore- 
said purposes shall be opened to the pub- 
lic until the same has been approved of as con- 
formingto the requirements of this section by 
the Superintendent of Buildings and the Fire 
Commissioners, respectively, and the Mayor of 
the city of New-York shall refuse to license and 
shall close the same, and prevent its opening, 
until a certificate is given by the said Superin- 
tendent and Fire Commissioners respectively 
that the building conforms to the provisions of 
this section.” 

This law, which has been of force since 1887, 
provides that in addition to the main entrance 
and exit for the audience there shall bereserved 
for service in case of emergency an open space 
equal to ——— of the width of the building, 
aud in no case less than eight feet wide in its nar- 
rowest part, on that side not bordering on the 
street, and on both sides when the building is 
not situatedon a corner. This space or open 
hall must begin on the line of the proscenium 
wall and extend the entire length of the audi- 
torium. It must be provided with separate and 
distinct corridors leading direct to the 
street, and these corridors shall not be more 
than one step above the level of the sidewalk 
where they begin at the street entrance. They 
must be graded down to this level without per- 
pendicular rises. Two exits are required on 
each side of the auditorium opening into these 
open spaces in each tier, from and including the 
parquet and each gallery. These exits must be 
5 feet wide and the doors thereto fire-proof and 
to open outward. Four-foot balconies shall be 
placed at each level or tier above the parquet in 
the spaces on each side of the auditorium and 
provided with staircases extending to the 
ground level These balconies and staircases to 
be wade of iron throughout. 

It also provides that no portion of a theatre 
may be used as a hotel, boarding or lodging 
house, &c., either in the building which con- 
tains the auditerium and stage or the entire 
structure in conjunction therewith. The ex- 
terior walls of all such beildings shall be built 
of stone or brick. A fire-proof proscenium wall 
shall separate the stage from the auditorium 
and shaliextend 4 feet above the roof, witha 
coping. Stairways, doors, and the entire main 
floor of the auditorium and vestibule shall be 
fire-proof. The law regulates the manner of 
using gas or electric lights, the seating capacity, 
width of aisles, material for cupboards and 
shelving, and requires that all scenery, cur- 
tains, and decorations shail be made non-com- 
bustible and safe, to the satisfaction of the 
Board of Fire Commissioners. I[n a word, it 
aims to make a theatre absolutely proof against 
fire and to prevent injury to an audience in case 
of panic. 

When Mr. Charles P. Palmer, one of the repre- 
sentatives of the Palmer estate, was shown 
Superintendent D’Oench’s report he expressed 
himself as very much surprised at the severity 
of itand thought it harsh. If compelled to com- 
ply with the new law, he said, it would be im- 
possible to rebuild the new theatre, since the 
open spaces could not be provided, and also be- 
cause the Morton House extended over the en- 
trance, but he did not believe the estate would be 
forced to do so. The estate took the ground that 
the property isto be ‘‘repaired,” since it was 
damaged less than one-half by the fire. The 
damage was really less than one-third of the 
property. While he could not say positively, it 
was safe to say that the estate woulda take legal 
steps to test the strength of Superintendent 
D'Oench’s inspection. Of course, it would be 
now utterly impossible to have the repairs made 
by May 1, and it might be six months or more. 
He hoped and believed that it was possible to 
show that Mr. D’Oench was hypercritical in the 
present case. The walls had been examined by 
several of the best architects in the city and 
pronounced safe. 

“They are as thick,” said a well-known archi- 
tect who was 1n bis office at the time, ‘‘as those 
of the Madison-Square, the Fifth-Avenue, or 
Miner’s Eighth-Avenue Theatre. Nine-tenths of 
the proscenium arch wall average 12 inches in 
thickness, and can be strengthened by buttresses 
on the inside. and carried to any height neces- 
sary and given the proper thickness. The 
outside walls are absolutely plumb. Not more 
than one-half of the gallery is gone, and one- 
fourth of the balcony only is injured. ‘This 
refers to value, for I don’t think the strength of 
either is lessened at all. The proscenium wall 
is as thick as that of the Park Theatre, which 
was builtin Superintendent Esterbrook’s time, 
though the Jatter is 75 feet wide, while this is 
only 50 feet wide.” 

“We don’t intend to build a new theatre,” 
said Mr. Palmer, ‘“‘but to repair. The estate 
owns all the property surrounding the building, 
and can do ali the buttress work necessary with- 
out buying a foot of ground. I believe we can 
comply with the law without razing the walls, 
and will seek tosetaside Mr. D’Oench’s de- 
cision. The estate intends to provide an addi- 
tional exit on Broadway direct from the audito- 
rium, and, through the concession by Mr. Ver- 
naw of the Morton House of the 16 feet of space 
used until the fire as the principal office, will 
add to the width of the lobby as well as practi- 
cally give anether exit from the main entrance. 
I may mention the fact thatabouttwo years 
ago, during a scare incidental! to a false alarm of 
fire, the theatre wasemptiedin two minutes 
and six seconds.” 

Itisexpected that the estate will begin legal 
proceedings at once to set aside the action of 
the Board of Fire Commissioners. 

The report of Superintendent of Buildings 
D’Oench has cast a shadow of gloom over the 
usually eheery countenance of Manager J. M. 
Hill. That decision, even though it may be 
successfully fought in the courts, will prevent 
the re-opening of the theatre during the coming 
Spring and Summer. Mr. Hill’s new play, “A 
Possible Case,” will not, therefore, be produced 
in the re-opened Union-Square Theatre May 1. 
It may possibly be done in some other city thea- 
tre, but up to last night Mr. Hill bad discovered 
no place where this can be-done. He has, too, 
very little hope of securing a house suitable for 
the production at the time decided on, as most 
of the theatres have companies booked which 
will not consent to give up their chance of a 
New-York opening.

PLANS SERIOUSLY CRITICISED. 
Calvert Vaux, Land Architect, and Sam- 
uel Parsons, Jr., Superintendent of Parks, in 
compliance with the directions of the Depart- 
ment of Public Parks, have made an examina- 


tion of the plans for an addition to the Natural 
History Museum Building presented for the con- 
sideration of the department by the Trustees. 
The result of their examination was piaced be- 
fore the department yesterday in the formof a 
report. This report refers to the fact that the 
structure already existing was designed in 1872, 
under the direction of the department, as one 
portion of a general plan, and that the planus 
now under consideration are for the central 
— of the unexecuted building fronting on 

eventy-seventh-street, which it is propored to 
connect directly with the existing building. 
Various details of the plans are explained in the 
report, and the serious criticism is made that 
the present plans conflict with those approved 
by the department in 1875. 

Generally the report was regarded as depre- 
cating the carrying out of the proposed plans, 
and 1t was voted to postpone action in the mat- 
ter for the present and to refer the report to the 
Trustees with an inquiry as to their reasons for 
having selected the Seventy-seventh-street site 
for the new addition to the Museum Building. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
appropriated $312,000 for the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in accordance with the resolu- 
tions adopted by the Park Board.

HAGGERIYS DUMPING BILL. 


IT PROVIDES FOR CULTIVATION: OF “THE 
DOLLAR. 


There must be considerable gnashing of 
teeth by Assemblyman Haggerty of Brook- 
lyn,Shore Inspector Ferguson of Fort Hamil- 
ton, and other politicians of the John Y. Mc- 
Kane stripe at their failure to makea dumping 
ground of the western section of Long Island 
Sound without attracting general attention to 
their attempt. Haggerty, Ferguson, and Mc- 
Kane are on terms the most amicable. It is to 
be inferred that they are not at swords’ points 
with Gov. Hill, Ferguson is an appointee of the 


‘Governor. As one way of showing his apprecia- 
tion of the favor he named _ the boat which he 
commands the David B. Hill. Jotun Y. Mo- 
Kane is apparently not interested in oyster cult- 
ure in Long Island Sound, but he is interested 
in practical politics. He would rather be the 
power behind the throne than a figurehead 
upon it, and if Assemblyman Haggerty had suc- 
ceeded in rushing through the Legislature a bill 
which he recently introduced in an unusually 
modest way McKane and other Long Island 
eco regen might have seen their’ way clear to 

andie a fund of very decent proportions. ‘ 

But the publicity which these pereons evi- 
dently did not want has been forced upon 
them. Copies of Haggerty’s bill were so care- 
fully distributed that they must have all fallen 
into Haggerty’s hands, and he managed to 
have it referred, as was stated in yesterday’s 
TIMES, to the Committee on Trades and Man- 
ufactures, none of whose members, except 
Haggerty. represents a district at all interestea 
in the measure. He doubtless thought that by 
changing the hour at which the committee was 
to meet from 3 o’clock this afternoon to 9:30 
o’colock this morning none of the Dili’s oppo- 
nents would have a chance to appear before 
the committeo. 

Haggerty’s circuitous methods and his at- 
tempt to envelop his bill in secrecy are not 
likely to avail him anything, for when the 
committee meets this morning New-York City 
will be represented by Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Francis M. Scott. Eugene 8. Blackford 
of the State Fish Commission and Joseph W. Mer- 
sereau, the State Oyster Protector, will also be 
present. 

Haggerty’s bill declares that it shall be “ law- 
ful to deposit dredgings, stone, earth, mud, 
ashes, and refuse in deep water on Long Island 
Sound at a place designated by the Shore In- 
spector, not Jess than 20 miles from the Battery 
of New-York; but this provision shall not be 
considered as extending to or including any oil, 
acid, garbage, offal, or street sweepings from any 
city, Or any other substance or material not 
herein specified which may be offensive to the 
smell or dangerous or injurious to the public 
health. 

“ All fines received for violations of this act, 
less costs of the court, shail forthwith be paid 
to the Shore Inspector, who shall apply the 
same, together with all the penalties received 
by him, to the payment of expenses incurred 
under this act.” 

Mr. Blackford denounces the bill roundly. 
The law declares, he states, that such materials 
as are mentioned in Haggerty’s bill must be 
dumped at sea. About 18 months ago oyster- 
men and other citizens of Westchester County 
and of Long Island, also the Larchmont Yacht 
Club, complained that retuse matter was often 
dumped in the western section of Long Isiand 
Sound. Four offenders were arrested and con- 
victed. They were fined, and paid their fines. In 
two instances the defendants set up in defense 
that they held permits signed by tne Shore In- 
spector. 

It is estimated that the finesand penaities pro- 
vided forin the bill would amount to perhaps 
$40,000 per year. Haggerty ana Shore Inspector 
Ferguson, to whom ail fines are made payable, 
are supposed to consider this provision the most 
interesting feature of the measure. 

A meeting of citizens of Mamaroneck was held 
at the Town Hall of that place last night for the 
purpose of considering Haggerty’s bili. The 
meeting adopted the following resvlutions: 

Resolved, That the proposed bill, if enacted intoa 
law, would do the greatest injury to the people of 
Westchester County who live on the shores of Long 
Island Sound, and we protest against it as an out- 
Tage upon our rights and interests. 

Resolved, That the aumping of refuse from New- 
York into the waters of the Sound would not only 
render life along the Sound uncomfortable, but 
would destroy the numerous oyster beds that are 
now planted along the shores. 

Resolved, That the Senators and Representatives 
from Westchester, Queens, and Suffolk Counties be 
earnestly requested to oppose this mischievous bill 
by all the means iu their power. 

Resolved, That Mr. W. H. Campbell be appeinted 
a committee to present the above resolutions to the 
proper committee at Albany. 








CONSENTING 10 ARBITRATION. 


TROUBLE IN THE 
HUNTING CLUB.

ing plantas it now exists, andin the country 
which was turned over tothe Rockaway Hunt- 
ing Club by the Queens County Hunt when the 
latter was merged into the Rockaway Hunting’ 
Club by the consolidation of 1883. * * *

Secretary Lehmaier made a report showing 
that there were 63 clubs in the league, and that 
30 mere had signitied their intention of becom- 
ing members within the next few days. He also 
stated that there were about 200 Republican 
clubs in the State of New-York, a good many of 
them.having been organized since the big con- 
vention of December last. State Senator Fassett 
of Elmira was elected to represent Chemung 
County and E. L. Requa of Harlem Mills to rep- 
resent Orange County.
